so-called poison gas treaty, signed 
by the United States and some 40 
other powers at Geneva on June 17, 
1925. This treaty has never been 
ratified by the Senate and the 
American Legion has begun an ac- 
tive campaign to prevent ratifica- 
tion. 

At its recent Philadelphia meet- 
ing, the legion adopted resolutions 
opposing the treaty. A substantial 
number of army officers are al- 
ready against it and officials of the 
legion, with the support of consid- 
erable army sentiment, intend to 
appeal to the country so that 
chances of ratification in the next 
Senate may be reduced to a mini- 

um. 


Might Quit Experimenting. 


The apposition to the treaty is 
based on the fear that the United 
States will abandon experimenta- 
tion in gas warfare, that Congress 
will hereafter withhold appropria- 
tions and that America may, as a 
consequence, find herself at a great 
disadvantage in case war should be 
forced upon her. Poisin gas, if re- 
sorted to, may prove an all-import- 
ant weapon in any future war, it 
is contended, and America can not 
afford to be diverted; from neces- 
sary preparations in the use of poi- 
son gag, no matter how inhuman 
this method of warfare may seem. 

Admittedly other powers are 
pledged not to use poison gas but 
experience shows, it is emphasized, 
that international pledges never 
hold up under the stress of a war in 
which nations may be fighting for 
their existence. Consequently if 
America abandons continual experi- 
mentation and preparation for gas 
warfare or if Congress is niggardly 
in making appropriations, the se- 
curity of the United States may rest 
upon the pledge of some foreign 
power or group of powers and it is 
maintained that no such pledge can 
be regarded as substantial enough 
to satisfy the American people. 


Nation Would Fight Self. 


Thus, the leadership which 
America assumed at the Washington 
conference appears in jeopardy. The 
United States will be placed in the 
position of having first proposed to 
the powers that they abandon the 
use of poison gas in warfare and 
then having repudiated its own pro- 
posal, if the Senate fails to ratify 
the Geneva treaty. 

President Coolidge and Secretary 
of State Kellogg are understood to 
believe that this should deter op- 
ponents of the treaty from too hasty

That a still greater tragedy was 
averted was due to: the solidity of 
the old Czarist building, holding 
about 9,000 Artiienian orphans un- 
der the care of the Near East Re- 
lief, who, together with officials of 
the Near East Relief, are believed 
;all to have escaped unhurt. 

Irregular rumblings continued 
throughout the night, terrorizing 
the inhabitants, who took refuge in 
the flelds, parks and roadways. 

At the very first shocks the 
American nurses in charge of the 
Armenian orphanages showed fine 
| presence of mind and courage, 
'rushing through the darkness to

|excellent discipline was maintained. 
The task of rushing the children to 
places of safety was greatly ham- 
pered by the fact that a majority 
of them were asleep and therefore 
virtually without clothing.

Uniess the stern males in the 
Georgetown Citizens association 
amend their constitution so as to 
admit women, a citizens’ association 
composed exclusively of women may 
be formed for that section. 

The situation was the subject of 
a spirited and somewhat satirical 
debate at a meeting last night of the 
general committee in charge of the 
membership campaign to be waged 
here November i3 to 20 under the 
Federation of Citizens Associations. 

It began when Phillip Walker, of 
the Georgetown association, fre- 
minded the committee about the 
““no-women’’ policy of the associa- 
tlon. The question then arose as to 
what was to be done with applica- 
tions received from Georgetown 
women who wanted to join an as- 
sociation. 


Threatens New Group. 


“If enough applications come in,”’ 
said Jesse C. Suter, “I suppose we 
will have to ask the ladies to form 
their own association.’ 

Mrs. BH. L. Johnston, of the Kalo- 
rama Citizens association, sar- 
castically told Walker the men in 
his association neeced a bit of ‘‘ed- 
ucation.”’ 

Walkar tried to explain the as- 
sociation’s position. teorgetown, 


he said, is the oldest section in the| Jesterd 


city, many of the men in the asso- 
ciation having had several genera- 
tions there before them. There is 
no doubt, he said, that they are a 
bit mid-Victorian. But. the real 
reason women are barred, he said, 
generally is that if they were 
present the men couldn't get any 
business transacted. 


Another Group Barred Women. 


Capt. G. L. Shorey, of the’Piney 
Branch association, said his asso- 
ciation had once barred women, but 
in 1919 the men finally were 
brousht to their knees. a. 
Bowles, of the Georgetown asso- 


- ciation, replied that he and his as- 


sociates would be glad to get on 
their knees for the women, but he 
did not say anything about admit- 
ting them to membership. 

In -the membership campaign of 
1919 the Georgetown association 
received two applications from 
women and returned both. One 
woman has been attempting for 
years to join the association, but 
every time the question of remov- 
ing the barrier has been brought 
up it has been voted down over- 


whelmingly. 
The principal speakers at the 
meeting last night were Oliver 


Owen Kuhn, president of the Mant- 
gomery County Civic association, 
and Robert E. Plymale, president 
of the Arlington County Civic fed- 
eration. Both federations are co- 
operating in the forthcoming mem- 
bership drive. 


Kuhn Sees Citizens’ Power. 


Kuhn said a virile and active 
civic group is essential to Washivg- 
ton’s progress. Pliymale said if 
Washington has a complete organiz- 
ed citizenship, it will be able to 
wield as much influence as if it had 
a vote. 

E. S. Hege made an appeal for 
more contributions to the ‘‘war 
chest’”’ the committee is raising to 
pay expenses of the membership 
drive..

Repairing of Roadways of 
Two Bridges Are Largest 
Items Recommended. 


The bureau of the budget yes- 
terday considered estimates by the! 
highway division of the District, 
government for a banner year of 
street improvements. While no de-. 
cisions were made, it is predicted 
that no cuts in the $4,000,000 pro-| 
posed program will be ordered. 

Appropriations for the present 
fiscal year for the work of the en- 
gineer of highways reached $3,250,- 
600, including deficiency appropria-| 
tions of $642,000. 

Sums asked for the fiscal year 
1927-28 aggregate $4,187,500, or 


thorized expenditures for the cur- 
rent fiscal year. The large increase 
consists principally of two items 


‘for repaving the roadways on High-: 


way and Klingle road bridges. 

The Highway bridge repaving 
project has been hanging fire: for 
several years. Efforts to resurface 
the bridge roadway have resulted 
only in patches breaking up as soon 
as applied. Two years ago engineers 


the buckle plates beneath the floor 
of the bridge have deteriorated and 
that until they are replaced no ef- 
fective treatment of the pavement 
can be made. 


Asked in Last Congress. 


Appropriation for this purpose 
was asked of the last session of 
Congress, but was not granted. It 
is said to be likely that the ex- 
penditure will be authorized in the 
next budget, especially in view of 
the fact that the Highway bridge 
has to carry the steady traffic to 
and from Arlington cemetery and 
will have to continue to do so until 
the Arlington Memorial bridge is 
completed, six or deven years hence. 
“People are good to us,” said 
C. B. Hunt, engineer of highways. 
“Our néed for large sums of money 
to spend is so apparent and is be- 
coming so much more so each year, 
that we don’t have to argue very 
hard to convince members of Con- 
gress and others. I think our pro- 
gram stands a good chance of be- 
ing found in the appropriation act.’ 
The daily hearings will be re- 
sumed tomorrow.

Noted Newgate Prison 
Auctioned for $23,400 


Kast Granby, Conn., Oct. 28 
(By A. P.).—Possession of one 
of Connecticut's most historic 
landmarks, pr e-Revolutionary 
Newgate prison, passed today at 
auction for $28,400 to Carl Sey- 
mour, of West Hartford. There 
were nearly a hundred bidders, 
but few spectators. 

The old Simbury copper mine, 
which became Newgate prison, 
was abandoned about the middle 
of the eighteenth century. It 
cost the Colony $870 to put the 
old mine in suitable condition 
for a “public gaol” and ‘‘work- 
house” in 1773. It was first used 
as a permanent prison for tories. 
From 1798 to 1827 it was used 
as a State prison. 

The prisoners passed much of 
their time at the forge, making 
hand-wrought iron nails, which 
were sold at eight, eight and a 
half and later nine pence a 
pound.

German edition Papers 
Authorize Capitalization 
of $150,000,000. 


Baltimore, Md., Oct. 23 (By A. 
P.).—Charters for the Hugo Stin- 
nes Industries, Inc., and the Hugo 
Stinnes Corporation, assessed at an 
aggregate authorized capitalization 
of $150,000,000, were filed here 
today with the State tax commis- 
sion. The action. was the outgrowth 
of recent negotiations between 
Hugo Stinnes, jr., son of the late 


German industrial magnate, and 
an American banking syndicate. 
The formation of the two com- 
panies combined the huge interests 
of the magnate. 

The industries corporation 
be capitalized for 300,000 shares 
of no-par value stock, and the other 
company for 1,200,000 shares of 
similar stock. For purposes of tax- 
ation under the State law, it is 
assessed at $100 a share. 

As’ soon as the incorporations 
are completed, it was indicated, 
the companies will float two loans 
totaling $25,000,000 in the Amer- 
ican market. Obligations of the 
Stinnes firm to German banking 
interests are expected to be paid 
off by the funds. The surplus will 
be used as working capital. The 
Stinnes debt total is approximately 
$20,000,000. 

The principal firms in the Amer- 
ican banking syndicate which un- 
dertook the negotiations, are Hal- 
Stuart & Co., A. G. Baeker & 
Co., and Newman, Saunder & Co., 
all of New York. The charters were 
filed by Pipper, Carey & Hall, Bal- 
timore attorneys.

New Jersey, with 84,800 negro 
voters, has a leadership divided be- 
tween the northern and southern 
ends of the State. Disposition of 
these voters, it is understood, - will 
be machine-made when the polis 
are opened. In Delaware, adjoin- 
ing, there is reported active cam- 
paigning among 18,500 colored 
voters to swing them to the Demo- 
cratic ticket, the situation being af- 
fected by several court cases, and 
instances of mob violence, which 
have inflamed the negro electorate.

Lord Birkenhead was speaking at 
a dinner given the Dominion pre- 
miers attending the imperial confer- 
ence.

In the 
empire, he said, was a measure of 
liberty and justice not equalled 
under any other system of govern- 
ment in the world. 

The imperial conference still 
continues discussion of ways and 
means of stimulating empire trade. 
Premier Mackenzie King is under- 
stood to have intimated that Can- 
ada has in view plans for the ex- 
tension of Canadian exports to 
Great Britain. He also thought the 
use of United States films in em- 
pire countries would lessen and 
that British and Dominion films 
would become increasingly popular. 

Next week the premiers of the 
dominions will give their views on 
foreign policy.

‘FAMED CHOPIN PIANO 


HERE FIRST ON TOUR 


Instrument Played as Com- 
poser Lay Dying to Be in . 
Concert November 1. 


The piano which was used by 
the famous composer, Chopin, in 
the composition of his famous “Fu- 
neral March,’’ and which was played 
as he lay dying in his apartment in 
Paris in October, 1849, is being 
brought to this country for a tour 
and will be exhibited first here. 

The price less possession now is 
aboard the steamer Savoie, which 
left France Wednesday and is due 
to dock in New York city Friday. 
Through Isidore Philippe, of the 
Paris Conservatoire, arrangements 
were made for the tour. It marks 
the first time the famous instru- 
ment has been taken from France. 
Maurice Dumesnil. was chosen as 
the artist to play the piano 
throughout the tour. 

Chopin used the piano for his 
last recital in Paris, in February, 
1848. The following year, when 
he lay on his deathbed, he request- 
ed that the instrument be played, 
and Countess Delphine Potockn 
played to soothe the dying com- 
poser. The piano will be exhibited 
here under the auspices of the Na- 
tional League of American Pen 
Women and will be heard in con- 
cert November 1 in Memorial Con- 
tinental hall.

Great Advance Is Made in 
Depth Experiments Since 
World War Closed.

Telephone Also Is Utilized; 
Two Barges at Bellevue 
Used in Making Tests. 


A sound division where consider- 
able progress has been made in 
underwater sound research, as well 
as practical design and develop- 
ment, has been established by the 
Navy Department at the naval re- 
search laboratory at Bellevue. Dr. 
Harvey C. Hayes is acting superin- 
tendent of the division, assisted by 
Dr. E. B. Stephenson, physicist. 

Since the — war considerable 
advance has bee wade in under- 
water Bel ott and depth 
sounding. Up to 1918, this was 
done by means of audible sound 
receivers and transmitters. How- 
ever, discoveries in the application 
of the Piezo electric effect to under- 
water sound transmission and re- 
ception have opened a new field 
called ‘‘supersonics.’’ 

This term refers to frequencies 
above limits of human audibility. 
The human ear has been considered 
a sound receiver tuned to receive 
sounds between frequencies of 20,- 
C00 to 30,000 cycles a second, but 
those beyond this are inaudible and 
their reception is accomplished by 
use of the heterodyne principle. 


Effects. 


Piezo effect was developed to 
send or receive around 30,000 cycles 
a second, and the heterodyne princi- 
ple describes the mechanical means 
to bring frequencies of 30,000 
cycles a second down to human 
audibility. 

By use of these short waves, it 
has been possible to telephone un- 
der water and to telegraph at 
speeds of 20 to 30 words a minute. 
This is considered quite an advance 
over older methods of audible trans- 
mission and reception under water. 

At the naval research laboratory 
at Bellevue, in addition to the 
usual laboratory equipment, two 
barges have been assigned to the 
sound division, and equipped with 
for conducting experi- 
mental tests in sound transmission 
and reception. These barges are 
also equipped with limited living 
quarters for the use of the sound 
perscnnel when operations are.being 
carried on away from tHe laboratory 
station.

Delsasso, a lieutenant in the naval 
reserve.

for use with sound transmitters of 
any frequency above 500 cycles, 
including supersonics. It is so de- 
signed that the depth is indicated 
in a dial and at the same time re- 
corded on a moving paper record 
which adapts it to the use of re- 
peaters at remote parts of the ship. 

Recent developments may ° in 
most cases be traced to interest 


» aroused by the cruise of the de- 


stroyer U. S. S. Stewart in 1921, 
which made a line of sonic depth 
soundings from Newport, R. I., to 
Chefoo, China, via the Suez canal. 
The problem of deep-sea work has 
been fairly well met, and recent 
tests have been conducted more 
particularly on designs which at- 
tempt automatically’ to sound 
depths as shoal as eight fathoms. 


Ships Are Safeguarded. 
Beginning about 1903, light ves- 


. sels and certain light buoys along 


our coasts and shores of the Great 
Lakes have been aiding in safee 
guarding the merchant marine, 
navy and foreign vessels by means 
of underwater sound signals in ad- 
dition to the other warning devices 
with which they are equipped. 

The transmitting apparatus of 
light vessels at first consisted of 
large bells submerged 20 or 30 feet 
beneath the water while the ship’s 
receiving equipment consisted of 
two tanks, one secured against the 
inside of the hull of both bows in 
which microphones were sub- 
merged. 

In 1914, an improved transmit- 
ter, known as the Fessenden oscil- 
lator, was placed on the market and 

.many naval vessels were. equipped 
with it. The oscillator differed from 
the submarine bell in that a large 
steel diaphragm which formed a 
part of the vessel’s hull, was 
caused to.vibrate by electric current 
at a high frequency, radiating high 
pitched sounds to the surrounding 
water. 


In 1911 the cruiser Washington 
conducted tests off Nantuck 
Shoals light vessel to determine 
the velocity of sound in sea water. 


Submarine bell and radio signals |~ 


were made simultaneously by the 
lightship. The radio signals were 
received by the Washington in- 
stantaneously, while the sound sig- 
nals traveling more slowly through 
the water, arrived later. The veloc- 
ity of the-sound signals was de- 
termined to 4,800 feet per second.

May Eliminate Opposition.

A sum of $5,000 was cabled to 
the stricken area as the initial re- 
lief fund and a nation-wide appeal 
for aid was telegraphed to all State 
committees of the Near East relief. 
'The amount to be raised will be de- 
|cided when relief workers in the 
‘field advise their headquarters of 
the extent of the stricken areas 
needs. 
| Officials of the Near East relief 
‘said that the need of its assistance 
came at an unfortunate time, as the 
organization’s financial report on 
'October 1 showed a deficit of $137,- 
|000. E. C. Miller, acting treasurer, 
‘said this was ‘‘due largely to delays 
jof more than a year in collecting 
‘claims of $300,000 due from Amer- 
‘ican fire insurance companies as a 
‘result of losses sustained in the | 
‘burning of the Greek warehouses of 
‘the relief organization in Piraeus 
(15 months ago.” 

Leninakan, center of the disas- 
trous earthquake, is located at the 
foot of Mount Ararat and is the 
metropolis of Russian Armenia, For 
several years it has been the rng 
‘center of Near East relief work 
Armenia and is the site of the jareest | 
orphanage in the world, caring wr 
15,000 orphans and maintained by | 
the Near East Relie*. 


Demolished in the War. 


The city has a population of 60,- 
000. It was formerly known as 
Alexandropol, being established by 
Czar Alexander of Russia as a mil- 
itary outpost against Turkey, Its 
name was changed in honor of 
Lenin about two years ago. During 
the world war the city was almost 
completely demolished, being the 
center of bitter fighting between 
the Russians and the Turks. It has 
been partially rebuilt during the 
past three years. At least half of 
the city’s population are refugees, 
officials of the relief organization 
said. 

The Near East Relief orphanage 
consists of 300 buildings, made of 
volcanic stone, and covers 1,000 
acres. The value of the entire 
American plant is about $1,500,- 
000. It was pointed out today that 
the Near East Relief has spent 
nearly $100,000,000 in relief work 


in this part of the world since the 
war.

‘School Children Also Included 


in Work of Nurses in 


Last Year. 


More than 1,000,000 homes 
throughout the United States were 
visited by American Red Cross pub- 
lic health nurses in the interest of 
public health during the last year, 
as a part of their work in improv- 
ing conditions in the country, the 
annual report of the American,Red 
Cross showed. 

Nurses made 1,174,539 visits and 
also inspected 1,175,128 school 
children. There was an enrollment 
of 798 Red Cross public health 
nurses on the active duty roll dur- 
ing the last year, and 63 served in 
foreign countries. 

The report. cites the work of 
1,141 Red Cross instructors in home 
hygiene and care of the sick, who 
taught these subjects to 57, 370 per- 
sons. Of the number taught, 35,- 
616 received certificates of comple- 
tion “of the course.

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TARIFF AND IMMIGRATION 
LAWS BROADENED BY NEW 
CAPITAL-LABOR RELATION 


Board Should Have Advisory || 


Supervision on Import Mat- 
ters, Says Brookings. 


ADVISES GREAT CAUTION 
REGARDING LEGISLATION 


Worker Does Best With U. S. 
Protecting Him Against 
Influx of Foreigners. 


By ROBERT S. BROOKINGS. 


President. Institute of Economics, 
Washington, D. C. 


When we discuss the regulation 
of our international commercial re- 
lations we immediately drift, of 
course, into the influence or effect 
of our tariff schedules and immi- 
gration policies upon the numerous 
industrial or economic groups 
which constitute our population. 
The purpose of this paper is to call 
attention to the fact that within 
the short period of a decade or two 
we havé developed in thfs country 
a change in the relation of capital 
to labor which enormously broad- 
ens the influence and effects of our 
tariff? and immigration laws. It 
clearly is desirable, therefore, that 
we should subject our existing reg- 
ulations to renewed scrutiny. 


The development of the economic 
efficiency of this country which has 
resulted in what is known as ‘Rig 
Business,” or large corporations 
whose securities are distributed 
widely among investors, has so 
divorced ownership from manage- 
ment as to distinguish more clear- 
ly between the contributions which 
capital, management, labor and the 
public each make to production. As 
a result we have developed a re- 
lation between capital and labor un- 
der which capital is recognized as 
a commodity entitled to such com- 
pensation for its use, risk considera- 
ed, as the money market may de- 
termine from time to time; just as 
cther commodities find their value 
in the market price regulated by 
supply and demand. 

Under this development it has be- 
come Virtually a national policy to 
favor a wage sufficiently higher 
than the needs of the workers to 
enable them to accumulate a re- 
serve which gradually is converting 
the great mass of our people into 
part owners of the nation’s indus- 
tries, or what might be called the 
capitalistic class. 


Making New Stockholders. 

By many corporations the thrift 
habit of the people is being pro- 
moted by various schemes assisting 
the worker to become a stockhold- 
er. It must be obvious that this re- 
lation sf capital to labor could not 
be m UNtained if we permitted the 
unlimited flow of either labor or 
labor’s products into our country. 
Hence we have the tariff and im- 
migration laws. It is, however, 
practically impossible for us with 
our machinery of government, 
at present developed, to formulate 
tariff schedules which do not seem 
unwisely to favor certain interests 
at the expense of certain other in- 
terests. 

Even if we had before us all the 
facts which would 2nable us to de- 
velop a comprehensive national 
policy securing as nearly as pos- 
sible equality of opportunity for 
all of our numerous’ working 
groups, we should still have a dit- 
ficult problem to solve. But when 
the tariff is made the football of 
“politics, as at present, it is not 
strange that it has become our 
most controversial subject, 

Considering the vital importance 
of wisely solving the tariff prob- 
lem the tariff commission should, 
in my opinion, have advisory super- 
vision over all tariff matters and 
should function as a scientific body 
as independent of political parties 
as is the Supreme Court of the 
United States. The commission 
should be so abundantly financed 
as to enable it to assemble all the 
information essential to the de- 
velopment of a comprehensive na- 
tional policy and it should make 
recommendations to Congress as to 
tariff schedules. Along with these 
recommendations should be pre- 
sented the facts on which they are 
based and thus furnish* such evi- 
dence as will develop an intelligent 
‘public opinion. 

The tariff controversy recently 
has centered into a discussion 
which more especially involves the 
relation of the agricultural group 
to the manufacturing, transporta- 
tion, mining and numerous other 
groups. It has been suggested the 
way to equalize certain inequalities 
developed by the tariff is for the 
government to subsidize those in- 
terests which are apparently dis- 
criminated against. It is believed 
by most economists, however, that 
any form of subsidy which places a 
direct premium on the production 
of an-article is unsound funda- 
mentally, as it ignores certain ba- 
sic laws of supply and demand and 
- as an impediment to the de- 
velopment of efficiency. It also 
opens a door to similar appeals

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ticular emphasis on the following 
points: 

First—The workers, including the 
tenant farm group, now pay, risk 
considered, a fair price, either as 
interest, dividends, or rent, for cap- 
ital which they use in production. 
In order to enable them to obtain 
production of maximum value per 
capita, and its equitable distribu- 
tion among all the workers, the 
government has protected them 
against the free influx of labor and 
zoods from other countries by tar- 
iff and immigration laws. 

Second—aiIn the schedules and 
other rules provided in these laws 
we must see, through a strictly 
scientific study of the problem, that 
as nearly as possible, an equal op- 
portunity for all the numerous 
groups of workers be maintained. 

Third—To accomplish this we 
must have the facts bearing on ev- 
ery phase of the problem assembled 
and published by an absolutely non- 
partisan scientific body. 


Fourth—Not the least important’ 


phase of the problem is how to ad- 


just our foreign relations so as to 
enable us to import sufficient com- 


modities and services to satisfy our 


needs and desires and liquidate the 
debts due us as a creditor nation. 
This, of course, involves our export- 
ing commodities, services and gold 
or credits in. amounts. equal td our 
imports, 


As our tariff is professedly made 
only to equalize our cost of produc- 
tion with the production cost of low- 
wage countries, it follows logically 
that as a’ higher wage develops’ in 
other countries our tariff barrier 
will automatically disappear. 


Finally I can only repeat that.it 
is my earnest conviction that the 
changed relation between capital 
and labor in this country represents 
an advance in civilization which is 
destined to have its influence upon 
the balance of the world and that it 
should be considered as the key- 
stone to the regulation of our com- 
mercial relations both at home and 
abroad. 
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GELEBRATION OF WEEK 
HY GIRL SCOUTS STARTS 


Girls Will Show How They 
Contribute,to Home and 
Community Life. 


ENDS ON NEXT SATURDAY 


Thousands of American girls as 
well as girls of Hawaii and Pofto 
Rico yesterday began the celebra- 
tion of Girl Scout Good Cheer week, 
which will continue through Sat- 
urday. The program for the seven 
days of celebration is an endeavor 
to show the world the various ways 
that the daughter of a family can 
contribute to the joy of her home 
and community life. 


Such organizations as the cham- 
ber of commerce, public schools, 
welfare organizations, Kiwanis 
club, Lions club, Rotary club, Elks 
and numerous men’s clubs are co- 
operating with the Girl Scouts in 


making the celebration a success. 
With the scouts are 9,503 girl scout 
leaders and 3,240 ‘“‘brownies,”’ or 
girls under the pre-scout age. 

The number of Girl Scouts here 
during the last year has increased 
from 600 to 1,200, with an addition 
of 90 scout leaders. Two hundred 
and ninety-efght local councils with 
a combined membership of 134,000 
are participating in the celebration. 

The days of the celebration. are 
assigned as health day, gift day 
and music day. Today has been set

Published Many Books. 


The Institute of Economics has 
published a number of books deal- 
ing with the making of a‘tariff and, 
more specifically, with the present 
effect or influence of the tariff on 
certain important agricultural prod- 
ucts. The institute also has in 
preparation for the press at present 
other important books submitting 
facts which I feel sure will assist 
in developing a sound public opin- 
ion on this controversial question. 

We should be extremely cautious 
in attempting ahy further legisla- 
tion bearing on the tariff, subsidies, 
the immigration laws, and other 
regulation of our commercial rela- 
tions, at home and abroad, until 
we have more relfable facts on 
which to develop a sound national 
policy. 

Referring again to the contro- 
versy between agriculture and the 
other groups the position taken by 
certain sponsors for agriculture may 
be thus summarized: As some por- 
tion of practically everything the 
farmer produces is exported, the ex- 
port price or foreign market nat- 
urally fixes the price the farmer re- 
ceives at home, thus nullifying any 
attempted protection. 

The farmer complains that a tar- 
iff is unjust which increases the 
cost of things which he must buy 
by depriving him of the opportunity 
to purchase them in the lower mar- 
kets where his selling price is fixed. 
He argues that the tariff primarily 
is intended to increase the profits 
of the manufacturer and the wages 
of the industrial worker at his ex- 
pense. 


To this sponsors for the manu- 
facturing industry reply by refer- 
ring to the Treasury Department 
records for the five years from 1919 
to 1923, inclusive, which show that 
the manufacturing and other cor- 
porations of the country have made | 
during that period the minimum of | 
profit essential to the nation’s eco- 
nomic well being. A summary of. 
these records appeared in a publi-' 
cation of the Academy of Political 
Science, October, 1925. They also 
argue that the industrial worker, 
through his increased wage, has 
enormously enlarged his consump- 
tion of agricultural products to the 
great advantage of the farmer, who 
is thus enabled to work the farm to 
its full capacity. 


Call Farmer Well Treated. 


Those who defend the tariff in- 
sist the farmer has been most gen- 
erously treated in the schedule 
which protects his products. While 
admitting in some cases the tariff 
on farm products has not been very 
effective in raising prices, they 
maintain in other cases it has been 
quite: as effective as in manufac- 
turing industries. 

Quoting from the Commerce 
Yearbook of 1925, page 158, atten- 
tion is called to the fact our total 
agricultural productton for 1924 
reughly was $12,000,000,000, while 
our agricultural exports for the 
same year were roughly $2,000,- 
000,000. Of this $2,000,000,000, 
cotton was a little less than $1,000,- 
000,000 and cereals a little legs 
than $500,000,000, leaving the bal- 
ance of agricultural exports, con- 
sisting of innumerable articles, ag- 
gregating only a little over $600,- 
000,000, or roughly 4 or 5 per cent 
of our total agricultural production 
—-with our tobacco exports making 
up one-third of this 4 or 5 per cent. 

Six billion, or One-half of this en- 
tire production, is listed under the 
head of animal products, of which 
nearly $4,000,000,000, or practi- 
cally two-thirds, are mentioned as 
dairy and poultry products. 
and vegetables aggregate nearly 
$2,000,000,000. It is said practi- 
cally none of this $8,000,000,000, 
or two-thirds of our agricultural 
products, is primarily produced for 
export. It is not only almost en-. 
tirely consumed at home, but many 
of the same articles, aggregating 
$947,000,000, are imported annual- 
ly. Of these, wool, hides, sugar, 
&c., are the most important. One 
of the largest ..ems of export is 
fruit, amounting roughly to $100,- 
000,000, and it is believed if this 
and “Aer items of export aré in- 
ves Sw be toad tat EEE 
the extensive foreign demand has 
been created as a result of the sy- 
periority of our products. Such 
demand, however, it is.argued, can 
not be said to fix our home price. 

‘Endeavoring to show that the 
farmer has really not been as bad- 
ly treated as he believes, the de- 
fender of the tariff insists if the 
budget of the farmer’s purchases 
were analyzed it would be rege

price as to make their exportation 
possible. It is obvious protection 
has not increased the home market 
price of such articles. For example, 
by reason of the efficiency of the 
shoe industry, supported by free 
hides, the American farmer is pur- 
chasing his shoes at as low a price 
as similar shoes are sold abroad. 

The tariff defender winds up his 
argument with the statement that 
the trouble with the farmer has 
been that both in the efficiency of 
production and distribution he has 
failed to keep pace with the manu- 
facturing industries of the country; 
that his recent financial embarrass- 
ment is the result of his inability to 
adjust himself, as the manufac- 
turer has, to post-war conditions, 
and of his speculating in land at the 
abnormal price developed by the 
war. 

In answering these criticisms it 
is pointed out that while the manu- 
facturer can fluctuate his produc- 
tion on short notice to adjust it to 
supply and demand, the farmer can 
make his adjustments only once-a 
year and even then must have some 
regard for rotation of crops, and 
that he can not foresee the influence 
of weather conditions on his pro- 
duction. He is compelled, thete- 
fore, largely to gamble on results. 

Under the law of supply and de- 
mand, however, it is admitted this 
gamble may average a normal re- 
turn over a period.of years. For 
example, 1923 showed a world sur- 
plus of wheat and we were com- 
pelled to sell our crop that year at 
92 cents per bushel, a price which 
was less than.the cost of pro- 
duction. Only a year later, in 1924, 
there was a world shortage which 
enabled us to sell our crop at $1.30 
per bushel. The difficulty of stor- 
ing food products over a long 
period of time adds to this insta- 
bility of world market prices. 


More Data Needed. 


| Thus the arguments of the tariff 
‘defenders are met by per contra 
‘arguments of those who criticize 
its effects upon agriculture.. Until 


more facts are presented the con- 
troversy will continue to hold first 
place in the political arena. Noth- 
ing more clearly could demonstrate 
the need for additional trustworthy 
information. 

It is suggested the menace of 
the unknown quaatities which the 
farmer. is compelled to face could 
be mitigated by a more intelligent 
application of risk distribution 
through a greater diversity of 
crops. This is especially true of 
the cotton planter. Ignoring the 
various warnings of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture the cotton 
planter has continued to buy his 
hog meat and grain and has 8o in- 
creased his cotton crop as to pro- 
duce in excess of the world’s needs, 
with the present disastrous market 
results. The economic inequalities, 
including employment,’ which in- 
volve -practically all of our work- 
ers in some form of risk, possibly 
could be absorbed by a system of 
insurance, national in scope and in 
supervision. 

Our English cousins seem to have 
widened the scope of insurance so 
that it covers nearly every eventu- 
ality. At present our apple grow- 
ers insure their crops against hail 
and other damage and our indus- 
trial workers enjoy the compulsory 
insurance under ihe laws of some 
of our States which protect them 
against the loss of their labor pro- 
duct through industrial accident. 


System Could Be Extended. 

The system of protecting every 
one ffom threatening losses by 
means of very small contributions 
from a very large number of per- 


sons is capable of much greater 
extension. It seems quite probable 
la committee of expert insurance ac- 
ltuaries would be able to devise a 
\system of insurance, nat‘onal in its 
scope and with government sup- 
ervision. This supervision could 
be similar to that provided by our 
national banking laws. Such a sys- 
tem might absorb many of the eco- 
nomic inequlities of our national 
life.

Six natives of Alabama living in 
this city have been named to the 
Alabama welfare committee of the 
Estate Economic Foundation, which 
has its local offices in the Southern 
building, Fifteenth and H streets 
northwest. 

Those named are Mrs. Charles 
S. McRoberts, Judge Edward K. 
Mrs. Oscar W. Under- 
wood, W. B. Oliver, John McDuffie 
and Lister Hill. 

The committee work is to aid in 
carrying out the wishes of those 
who may desire to devote ultimate 
income after personal and family 
needs have been met, to welfare 
objectives. When authorized the 
committee will find useful objec- 
tives for welfare purposes or mod- 


ify the original object when it be- 
comes out of date. 


Plan Successful Elsewhere. 


This action has been taken upon 
the recommendation of the Estate 
BHeonomics Foundation because of 
the success of similar plans for 
local welfare uses in Cleveland, 
Boston, Indianapolis and many 
other leading cities.

In reviewing the Madeiros evi- 
dence, Judge Thayer described the 
man as a ‘‘crook, a thief, a robber 
a liar, a rum runner, a bouncer ina 
house of ill fame, a smuggler, and a 
man who has been convicted and 
sentenced to death for murder,”’ 

He found in the story of the wit- 
ness internal evidence that the 
statements were untrue. 

The judge took up charges of 
the defense that United States de- 
partment of justice agents, unable 
to have Sacco and Vanzetti de- 
ported as anarchists, assisted State 
authorities in bringing about their 
conviction to get them out of the 
way

Wish to Reenter Ring 
Led to Operation, 
Doctor Says. 


TLANTIC CITY, Oct. 23 (By 
A A. P.).—Harry Greb, former 
middleweight boxing cham- 
pion of the world, whose sudden 
death here yesterday afternoon fol- 
lowed a minor operation on his 
nose, died from a cerebral hemor- 
rhage, according to Dr. C. Berenda 
Weinberg, in whose private sani- 
tarium he passed away. 

Dr. Weinberg, who says he was 
the operation, de- 
clared today that it had been 
ascertained that death had been 
due to a blood clot on the. brain, 
the result of an automobile acci- 
dent.in which Greb had figured 
two weeks before at Pittsburgh. 
He said this had been learned fol- 
lowing his death by examining the 
brain last night by means of the 
wound left from the operation. 


“Evidently a piece of bone 
extending from the bridge of 
the nose to the floor of the 
skull had been fractured in 
such a.manner that a blood 
clot was formed in the brain,” 
he said. 


“Greb had complained of suffer- 
ing from severe headaches and also 
dizziness since the accident. The 
fracture formed an ‘obstruction in 
the nasal passages, making it im- 
possible for him to breathe through 
his nose. He wished to reenter 
the ring, and it was necessary that 
this obstruction be removed. Dur- 
ing the course of the operation, 
when the bone was removed, it 
permitted the blood to rush into the 
brain, thus bringing about the 
hemorrhage which resulted in his 
death.”’

As a matter of fact, the number 
of holes-in-one during the year run 
into the thousands. Last year’s an- 
nual publication of the Hole-in-One 
club contained the names and ad- 
dresses of more than 3,000 golfers 
who had made aces in a single 
twelve-month.

In fact, the feat has become 
so common that one _ firm 
which uSed to give a dozen 
golf balls to each player mak- 
ing a hole in one was com- 
pelled to reduce the number to 
six and has now abandoned the 
ball-giving proposition entire- 
ly. It became entirely too ex- 
pensive. 


A golfing magazine which of- 
fered a year’s subscription to hole- 
in-one players has now withdrawn 
its offer, for its edition was being) 
supplemented by thousands of free/| 
copies. Perhaps after a 
golfer who scores an ace will get 
nothing more than his name in his 
club records. 

This increase in the number of 
holes-in-one may be due to the fact 
that golfers are learning to play 
their tee shots more directly toward 
the pin, but the more probable rea- 
son is the steadily enlarging group 
of golf. players. Thousands are 
crowding the golf courses today 
where there were only hundreds not 
more than six or eight years ago 

Holing out in 1 is also a feat 
rot restricted to low handicap play- 
ers. The veriest duffer, provided 
he knows how to nitch a mashie 
shot to a near green, 
halo placed upon. his head. 

There are thousands of golfers, 
who have never made a hole-in-one, | 
but the records show that there are 
thousands——not scores or hundreds 
—who have had their names writ- 
ten on the scroll of fame. 

It is not often that a player 
will make a birdie and a par 
on two successive holes and 
still lose both of them, but this 
experience happened in the re- 
cent Columbia club tourna- 
ment to Commander CC. B. 
Hatch, playing against De Vere 
Burr, who later won the club 
championship. 


Hatch made a birdie 4 on the 
long twelfth and followed with a 
par 3 onthethirteenth. Burr, how- 
ever, ran down a long putt for an 
eagle 3 op the twelfth and then 
scored a birdie 2 on the thirteenth. 


Andrew J. Whitaker, a charter 
member of the Bannockburn club,

Charged With Getting Money 
by Force, Violence and 
Putting in Fear. 


The Court of Appeais has been 
asked to decide whether a person 
charged with picking a pocket of

It has been the practice of 
the criminal courts to put pick- 
pockets and thugs all in the same 
class, despite the wide difference 
in their methods.

bing’’ George A. Darrell, of Hern- 
don, Va., of $21, 
1925, by picking his pocket.

above auestion, but also calls the 
attention of the appellatte court to 
the alleged fact that the prosecu- 
tion, in order to charge 
with robbey, sets up in the indict- 
the averment that he did 
something which Daniel 
Wright, counsel for Turner, says is 
impossible of accomplishment. 


“Force and Violence.”’ 
The averment complained of by 
Wright, and on which he based his 


motion to quash in the 
court, says that Turner obtained 


the money “by force and violence | 
and by sudden and stealthy seiz-| 


ure and snatching and against re- 
sistance and by putting in fear.’’

ARMY BRAINS CLEAR 
FORT BLISS OF NAILS 


‘Men Collect Hundreds of 
| Pounds by Towing Impro- 
| vised Magnets. 


A story of how the signal corps 


‘cleared Fort Bliss, El Paso, Tex., of 
‘nails was told at the War Depart- 
ment last week. Dismantling of 
'temporary war structures at Fort 
Bliss, station of the First cavalry 
division, had littered the grounds 
with nails, creating a menace to 
horses’ feet and automobile tires. 
Signal corps men mounted a gas 
engine on a wagon to drive a half- 
' kilowatt direct-current electric gen- 
‘erator. An extra pair of wheels 
'was towed behind the wagon and 
‘from the axle was suspended a row 
'of improvised magnets, clearing the 
ground by about an inch. 
| The magnets were made of scrap 
‘iron bent to the shape ‘of a horse- 
shoe, and wound with scraps of in- 
'sulated wire connected to the gen- 
erator. This outfit was run back 
and forth across the camp and col- 
lected several hundred pounds of 
nails, scrap iron and steel pieces. 
'El Paso has adopted a similar de- 
vice to clean its roads.

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TWO FUNDAMENTAL LAWS. 

The scope and effect of the tariff and 
immigration laws have been broadened 
by the evolution of the relations between 
capital and labor in the United States, 
in the opinion of Robert S. Brookings, 
president of the Institute of Economics. 
Mr. Brookings elaborates his views in an 
article appearing elsewhere in The Post. 
While his article was written without 
reference to the political questions raised 
by. the recently issued manifesto of in- 
ternational industrialists and bankers, 
it is a timely contribution to the general 
subject and will doubtless attract the at- 
tention of those who support the protec- 
tive tariff, as well as those who hold that 
protection is no longer necessary or ad- 
visable. 

The tariff is intended primarily to pro- 
tect American industry as well as to 
raise revenue. The restrictive immigra- 
tion law is intended to protect American 
labor as well as to enable American blood 
to recover and maintain its supremacy 
in the United States. The operation of 
these laws is affected by the relations of 
labor and capital; and those relations are 
of course affected by the laws. Both 
laws are necessary, because it would be 
idle to interpose a barrier against foreign 
goods if foreign labor could flood this 
country, and equally idle to exclude for- 
eign labor if goods made abroad by that 
labor were admitted free. 

If it can be shown that the tariff and 
immigration laws have impaired the 
good relations that should exist between 
labor and ‘capital, a substantial reason 
for amendment of the laws is set up. But 
if capital and labor are encouraged in 
their cooperation by reason of these laws, 
the wisdom of their enactment is doubly 
manifested; for the» efficacy of the 
laws in. other respects—that is, in the 
raising of revenue and in the purification 
of the American blood stream—is indis- 
putable. 

That capital and labor are mutually 
benefited by these laws is demonstrated 
by the present industrial situation. Mr. 
Brookings goes further, and finds that 
the improved relations of capital and 
labor have broadened the effect of the 
laws. The principle of protection of in- 
dustry and labor by tariff and immigra- 
tion laws is now an integral factor in the 
cooperation of capital and labor. It is a 
potent if not dominant influence in the 
preservation of industrial peace as well as 
in the promotion of the general welfare. 

Viewing the tariff as an economist, Mr. 
Brookings holds that it should be revised 
only by experts, solely for economic rea- 
sons, and without regard to politics. This 
course can not be pursued. The tariff 
can not be’ ‘separated from politics, and it 
should not be separated. The party that 
happens to be in control of the govern- 
ment must have full control, if it is to 
pe held responsible, and it can not safely 
or properly delegate to any one the re- 
 wision of the tariff. Attempts to delegate 
BS very limited authority have resulted in

in order to administer the revenues ac- 
cording to its own ideas. The present 
tariff is bringing in revenue at the rate 
of $575,000,000 a year. The tax laws can 
not be changed without taking tariff 
revenue into account. 


DISTRICT COMMISSIONERS. 


If existing law militates against selec- 
tion by the President of men thoroughly 
equipped to assume the responsibilities 
of the office of commissioner of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or restricts his choice 
within too narrow limits, it would seem 
that the public interest requires a re- 
moval of that handicap. The President 
and the people are alike interested in ob- 
taining an efficient management of the 
affairs of the National Capital. The 
President is understood to believe that 
this can not be done in every instance if 
the choice must exclude those persons 
who, although Washingtonians in fact, 
still maintain their voting privileges 
elsewhere. 

This is a situation with which Con- 
gress must deal, and there is little reason 
to think that Congress will deny relief 
if investigation shall show that relief is 
needed. There is no intention, and there 
should not be, to go abroad throughout 
the United States to find men fitted to 
perform the duties of District commis- 
sioner. That would be a denial of the 
right of local self-government that would 
properly be resented by the people of the 
District, whose political privileges now 
are all too few. 

But there are men who, although vot- 
ing elsewhere, have lived in Washington 
many years, and who have an interest in 
the development of the city and its good 
management quite as vital as that pos- 
sessed by those born and raised here and 
who have known no other domicile. Per- 
sons living in the District and having 
voting rights in the States are constant- 
ly urged to exercise their right of fran- 
chise. They should do so; but when they 
do they are disqualified from holding the 
office of commissioner. After all, Wash- 
ington is a city that belongs to the na- 
tion; so why should not those who come 
here to: reside permanently, although 
voting elsewhere, be qualified to give of 
their experience and talents to make the 
government of this District the best that 
can be devised? 

From the viewpoint of local office 
seekers this suggested reform doubtless 
would be considered objectionable. If 
the commissionerships are to he re- 


‘garded merely as plums for politicians 


the change may not be made. But the 
question ought to be considered from the 
broader standpoint of the common good 
and in the general interest of the com- 
munity which foots the tax bills. The 
form of government of the District has 
been found to be satisfactory; selection 
of the best men to administer that gov- 
ernment often is a most difficult prob- 
lem. In its solution the President should 
be relieved of any handicap that pre- 
vents him from choosing the most capa- 
ble Washingtonians he can find. 


GIVE US PAT HARRISON! 

The most statesmanlike proposal yet 
made by Mr. Will Rogers is his nomina- 
tion of Senator Pat Harrison, of Missis- 
sippi, to be President of the United 
States. He has started something that 
he can not stop, and would not stop if he 
could. The suggestion has spread like 
wildfire throughout the country, and not 
a voice has been raised against it. 

Senator Harrison is America’s pre- 
eminent elephant fighter. His skill in 
the arena is the envy of all Democrats. 
Give him a bull elephant and his trusty 


blade, and the applause of listening sen-- 


ates and conventions is his to command. 
No other Escamillo is so adept in jabbing 
the banderillas of vituperation in the 
elephantine hide, and none so agile in 
sidestepping the rush of his frenzied foe.

SHIPPING BOARD BUDGET. 


The United States Shipping Board is 
asking the budget bureau for $19,000,- 
000 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1928. This is an increase of approxi- 
mately $4,500,000 over the total appro- 
priation for the present fiscal year. Of 
the total asked for about $18,500,000 will 
be for ship operations, as compared with 
$13,900,000 allowed for that purpose this 
year. 

The board explains that the additional 
operating expenses will result from the 
decision to put into service from 35 to 50 
additional ships, which are needed he- 
cause of the shortage of British ships 
diverted to the importation of coal into 
Great Britain, and because of the de- 
mand for ships to transport American 
wheat and cotton to Europe. 

While it is admitted that the Shipping 
Board has been one of the most expen- 
sive and unsatisfactory establishments 
in the government machinery, yet it is 
gratifying to note the gradual reduction 
of operating expenses and appropria- 
tions in recent years. This establish- 
ment, between September, 1916, and 
September, 1922, cost the taxpayers 
some $3,000,000,000. What to do with 
the fleet of vessels is an unsolved prob- 
lem. Congress has not yet established 
a permanent policy. Obviously the dest 
course to pursue in the interim is to re- 
duce expenditures. 

Since 1922 the expenditures of the 
Shipping Board and Fleet Corporation 
have declined. For the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1923, Congress appropriated 
$50,459,000, and for the present fis- 
cal year Congress appropriated $14,500,- 
000. 

The board has been busy selling obso- 
lete vessels and others for the purpose 
of carrying out the direction of Congress 
to get the government out of the ship- 
ping business. It has decreased the per- 
sonnel and reduced the salary list, in the 
interest of economy. 

During the present crisis in the ocean 
carrying trade, in which British ships 
have been diverted, the Shipping Board 
vessels have proved themselves a boon. 
While this might appear to be contrary 
to the policy of Congress in regard to 
government operation of ocean ships, 
nevertheless experience demonstrates 
that the government should not per- 
manently compete with private interests 
in the operation of ships. 

If the budget bureau and Congress al- 
low the increased appropriation for the 
next fiscal year it will be in response to 
what might be called an extraordinary 
situation. _ 


INSTALLMENT BUYING. 

Senator Couzens announces that he 
will begin a campaign of education on the 
evils of installment buying. If he con- 
fines himself to the evils of this system, 
and does not attack its good features, his 
campaign will be a valuable contribution 
to the stock of public knowledge. 
~ Installment buying can be good or bad. 
If the system had never been established, 
many an American would be homeless to- 
day instead of possessing his own home. 
Others would be independent instead of 
staggering under a load of debts incurred 
for nonessentials. 

Whoever buys on installments cal 
reckon on paying more than the price. 
He must pay interest also. Often it is 
not ‘only necessary but wise to give 
pledges to the future. Installment buy- 
ing is merely the utilization of credit. 


The buyer on installments has thecharac- 


ter that is the basis of credit, or he could 
not buy. It is up to, him to conserve his 
character and to beware of conditions 
that might destroy his credit in spite of 
his good intentions. The big enterprises

present prosperity is the accumulation of 
bank deposits in spite of the growth of 
installment buying. The people are 
heavily in debt, but they can easily bor- 
row more from bankers who are anxious 
to lend money. Too many bankers are 


encouraging extravagance on the part of | 


borrowers, for the sake of earning in- 
terest on money that would otherwise be 
idle. The ancient rules of safety are re- 
laxed in these flush times, in disregard 
of the warnings of experience. Ficti- 
tious valuations creep into important cal- 
culations. Excessive drafts upon credit 
tend to undermine buyers and sellers and 
make them ready victims when adversity 
comes. | 

The buying of luxuries on installments 
is a hazardous business, no matter how 
prosperous the times may be. The ap- 
petite for luxuries increases as it feeds 
upon luxuries. It is a stealthy growth 
that flourishes on easy credit and then 
eats into substance when credit disap- 
pears. The buyer must pay. Caveat 
emptor! 


ABORIGINAL ECONOMICS. 

Having convinced itself that “huge 
debts from one country to another can 
be paid only in-goods” delivered by the 
debtor directly to the creditor, the New 
York Times has reached the conclusion 
that the United States must reduce its 
tariff in order to enable European na- 
tions to pay their debts to this country. 
It holds that the international bank man- 
ifesto written in London was signed by 
American bankers who did not under- 
stand what they were signing, but that 
the manifesto spoke words of truth and 
soberness nevertheless when it declared 
that the only way to pay debts was to pay 
with goods. 

Apparently the Times has not learned 
that a nation may export goods to many 
countries and transfer the credits to an- 
other country with which it may have no 
commerce at all. The Times sticks to 
the good old-fashioned system of direct 
swapping. No doubt it has noted that 
when a New Yorker wishes to erect a sky- 
scraper he first accumulates pelts and 
wampum sufficient to satisfy the owner 
of the land upon which: the building is to 
be erected. A powwow between the par- 
ties soon results in a consummation of 
the deal. Therefore, if France is to pay its 
debt to the United States, the only 
method by which this can be accom- 


plished is by permitting France to send. 
to this country a supply of French goods. 
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a Manhattan aborigine, concludes that 
unless the United States accepts foreign 
goods the foreigners can not pay their 
debts. Therefore the tariff must be 
wiped out and the ports opened. “The 
real conspirators in favor of a cancella- 
tion of the war debts,” it concludes, “are 
the politicians who shout that they will 
never consent to a lowering of our tariff 
rates.” 

Germany is paying reparations at a 
lively rate, but not merely in goods. 
Great Britain is paying. its debt install- 
ments faithfully, but not by dumping 
British goods in the American market. 
The United States helped Great Britain 
to pay a debt of $100,000,000 or so to 
J. P. Morgan & Co., but it was not in 
goods. The United States owes Asia an- 
nually a trade balance, but it does not 
send goods to square the account. It 
can pay the bill without requiring Asiatic 
countries to lower their tariffs. 

The American tariff does not prevent 
foreign nations from paying their debts 
to the United States. The failure of some 
of them to pay is due to other reasons. If 
the tariff were a barrier, how could Great 
Britain continue to pay debt install- 
ments? 

The United States does not intend to 
abolish its tariff and reduce its industries 
and labor to the level of foreign industry 
and labor. Europe should establish free 
trade within its boundaries and raise a 
tariff wall against outsiders if it wishes 
to raise the level of its industries and 
labor. Americans would not have 
grounds for objection.

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Restriction in the Philippine 
Laws on Great Holdings of 
Land Is Defended—Held Not | 
to Make Unprofitable the 
Cultivation of Rubber. 

To the Editor of the Post—Sir: 
The economic resources of the Phil- 
ippines were stressed by Col. | 
Carmi Thompson in his farewell 
message to the Filipinos, and the, 
American press, in commenting | 
upon it, has emphasized our great | 
possibilities for rubber production 
with a view to relieving the Amer-| 
ican situation. 

At the outset it should be stated} 
that the Filipinos are desirous of | 
helping America solve her rubber | 
problem. The restriction in our| 
land laws is applicable to all, Fil- | 
ipinos ineluded, for it was designed | 
to protect our country from concen- 
tration of huge tracts of land in 
the hands of a few, knowing full | 
well that that country is happiest | 
and mest peaceful which. has. its | 
national wealth evenly distributed. | 
This policy refiects the conserva- | 
tion era of America’s history, and | 
was implanted in the Philippines by | 
Congress itself when it passed the | 
Philippine organic act of 1902 
which contained provisions even 
more restrictive than those in the 
present law. In/so far as the Phil- 
ippines are concerned, it is dis- 
tinctly American both in concept 
and application and, naturally and 


by the Filipinos. 

With reason, they accepted this 
policy. The disastrous effects of 
immense landholdings in the Philip- 
pines during the Spanish regime, 
causing the American government 
itself to send William Howard Taft 

. Rome in 1907 to negotiate with 
the Pope for the purchase for $7,- 
Suv,vvv by the Philippine govern- 
ment of the vast friar lands that 
they may be sold in small parcels 
to the tenants; the sufferings of 
peoples under the old feudal system; 
the ghastly conditions now existing 
in the rubber areas of the Kongo 
and Amazon forests; and the pres- 
ent conflicts in Mexico are too far- 
reaching not to serve us a valuable 
lesson. We can visualize what 
might happen in the Philippines by 
the present eituation in Mexico as 
described by President Calles in his 
article in the last- (October) issue 
of Foreign Affairs if we gave way 
to the pressure being brought upon 
us to open our national wealth to 
unlimited investments. In this 
article President Calles says in 
part: 

“If one bears in mind that Mexi- 
cans possess less than one-third of 
the total wealth of the country, one 
can easily understand why so fre- 
quently in the resolution of Mexi- 
can problems, which of course have 
always had a marked economic 
character, we have friction or dif- 
ficulties either with foreign gov- 
ernments defending the interests of 
their countrymen who consider 
themselves affected by our consti- 
tutional lawa, or with Mexican land- 
owners controlling endless tracts of 
land.

That large-scale production is 
even possible under the present law 
may be seen from the following 
suggestion from Filipino leaders 
who are making every effort to aid 
America in solving her rubber prob- 
lem: Financing by American capital 
of corporations to purchase lands 
within the limitations of the present 
land laws and, in this way, grow 
rubber in quantities sufficient for 
the needs of the United States. Con- 
tract could be entered into between 
the financing company and the 
small corporations by which rub- 
ber is to be delivered to the former 
at the market price or at price 
specified in the contract. Whether 
or not American capital enters the 
Philippines, the Filipinos are ex- 
perimenting in rubber productien 
and will produce great quantities 
in the next 25 years. 

An arrangement of similar na- 
ture has been going on in connec- 
tion with our sugar industry, the 
success of which testifies to the fact 
that the application of our present 
land legislation is not hampering 
the economic growth of our coun- 
try. Millions of dollars have been 
invested in the sugar centrals by 
corporations that do not own the 
lands, but have contracts with the 
farmers who, by virtue of such con- 
tracts, turn over the sugar cane 
raised by them to the centrals.

Police for Pedestrians Forces 
Them to Violate Wules,. Says 
Writer. Automatic Signals Give 
Men and Women Chance to Get 
Across, But Officers Do Not. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Several days ago in an editorial on 
‘the new regulation for pedestrians 
you commented on the nonapplica- 
| tion of the regulation to crossings 
(controlled by traffie officers with- 
out automatic signaling devices. 

A little reflection might have 
suggested to you one very good 
and obvious reason. The automatic 
‘signals give a square deal to every- 
| body and time for the pedestrian 
ito cross the street. The traffic 
'officers can not be depended on to 
do either. Some switch their traf- 
i fic in ten seconds or so and regard- 
less of pedestrian traffic. By the 
time a far crossing is clear of ve- 
hicles so that a pedestrian can start 
across, such officers are switching 
traffic again, so that the pedes- 
trian, though he be a fast walker 
like myself, finds vehicles bearing 
down on him at 5 to 20 miles an 
hour and has to run for it or jump 
for it, as I did yesterday, to esc:pe 
a street car which started quckly 
while I was between tracks, regard- 
less of “‘right of way’’ or company 
rules. 

When the automatic signals are 
installed you will find a much bet- 
ter cooperation and observance of 
the regulations by pedestrians (ex- 
cept, maybe, dismounted autoists) 
than has ever been attained by the 
auto traffic. The reason why most 
pedestrians seem to violate the 
rules made for their (7) benefit 
is that they are forced to do so, in 
order to get across a street in a 
reasonable time, because of the lack 
of consideration due them on the 
part of some traffic police, to whom 
“traffic” means only ‘‘wheeled ve- 
hicles.”’ 

To such, the pedestrian exists 
only as a constant nufsance. The 
automatic signals will give the 
square deal.so much needed in or- 
der to make the streets safe for rea- 
sonable autoing and walking.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Your editorial of October 15 states 
very well the desirability of either 


‘improving the buildings now occu- 
‘pied by the patent office or pro- 
‘viding entirely new housing facili- 
ties for it. The writer believes 
that the former alternative is prac- 
ticable and much more economical, 
but that if a new and better build- 
ing is to be provided in a different 
(location, then it is of immense im- 
portance that the site for that 
building should be selected with 
a view, among other things, to its 
accessibility for those who are to 
use it. 

At the present time it is under- 
stood that incorporation of the 
patent office as a part of a new 
| building or buildings to be erected 
‘for the Department of Commerce 
between Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets, Pennsylvania avenue and B 
street northwest,is being considered 
seriously. Undoubtedly a beautiful 
and imposing structure can be 
erected there, ‘but that location is 
altogether unsuitable and undesir- 
able for the patent office. 

The patent office already is a 
large institution and must continue 
constantly to grow, both in number 
of employes and in record space 
requirements. A new building for 
it, therefore, should be erected on 
a site where, as its future needs 
may require, additions can be 
built so that it may not become 
necessary after a quarter or half a 
century to construct another en- 
tirely new building to house it. The 
proposed site along Fifteenth street 
does not lend itself to such ex- 
pansion “because available space 
adjacent to it is or will be occupied 
shortly by either. other permanent 
public buildings or parks. 

The new patent office should be 
built where a large amount of cona- 
venient office space either is or can 
be provided for the patent attorneys 
and their employes who daily by 
hundreds have occasion to visit it 
in the conduct of their business. 
The proposed site for the Commerce 
building is most unfortunate in 
this respect. There shortly will be 
left not one suitable space south 
of Pennsylvania avenue for attor- 
neys’ office buildings and very few 
within at least one square to the 
north of it.

The one-man president of a, bank 
has usually learned his business 
from the botiom up.

Three 
heads lack in responsibility. 

The one-man President of the 
United States, domiciled at the Na- 
tional Capital, has already arranged 
for him a special code for govern- 
mental procedure. Heads for nec- 
essary departments under him are 
selected by him. They are chosen 
as far as possible with a view to 
competency for special needs. They 
are then studied and approved by 
Congress. They form the Presi. 
dent’s council. 

In similar manner, a governmen- 
tal code’ might be chosen for the 
National Capital. A.governor of the 
District of Columbia would be ap- 
pointed by the President. The gov- 
ernor would select his cabinet-—ex- 
pert heads for necessary depart- 
ments. They would form the gov- 
ernor’s council, and all would be 
studied and approved by Congress. 

Until late years training for eity 
official experts has been neglected; 
that competency consists chiefly fn 
training has been overlooked, 

Owing to manifest haphazard 
proceedings as displayed in Ameri- 
can cities in general, this long neg- 
lected and much needed work for 
the training of city managers has 
been undertaken by a New York 
association, headed by Frank L.

In Washington, besides business 
men and investors, there are ap- 
proximately 100,000 families who 
more or less are connected in some 
transaction through a real estate 
office. To these people the Wash- 
ington Real Estate board is en- 
deavoring to give an opportunity 
to learn more of the conducting of 
the business in which they are in- 
terested. 

President Coolidge in addressing 
a large gathering of realtors here 
made the following statement: 
“There must be mutuality of advan- 
tage reaching both sides in every 
truly successful business operation. 
The deal in which one side gets the 
best of it is not good business. It 
does not promote more business or 
produce confidence in business gen- 
erally. Formerly there was a curi- 
ous notion that if one-side in a 
business proposition profited. the 
other must necessarily lose. If that 
were true all business would be un- 
der suspicion and wise people would 
stand aloof from it. The truth is 
that when two parties enter into a 
transaction by which one exchanges 
something which he needs less for 
something he needs more both sides 
are benefited.’’ 

The President further in his 
speech said; ‘‘The real estate busi- 
ness makes large demands on the 
skill and abilities of those who suc- 
ceed in it.’’ 


Study Is Urged. 


Fully realizing these statements 
the Washington Real Estate board 
has made every. effort to encourage 
its active members and the sales- 
men working for its active members 
to study constantly in their profes- 
sion. To encourage this the board 
has from year to year held series of 
forums which have been largely at- 
tended. 

These forums consist of lecturyes 
and quizzes on practically every ma- 
jor subject in real estate work. 
These lectures have been given by 
bankers, lawyers and successful real 
estate men standing high in the 
community. This year these courses 
will begin November 5, at the Ward- 
man Park hotel. 

Following out the example of 
other years, courses have been ar- 
ranged for at the Y. M. C. A. Ad- 
vancing from a mere lecture course 
held heretofore this year: standard 
textbooks together with quizzes and 
examinations with the award of final 
certificates will be used. These 
courses have received much com- 
mendation and are open to the gen- 
eral public as well as real estate 
men.

REALTORS WILL AdK 
CONGRESS TO MAKE 
INCOME TAX CHANGE 


Washington Board Objects to 
Full Payment Immediately 
Sale Is Made. 


HURTING DEVELOPMENT 
OVER COUNTRY, CHARGE 


Men Declare That Amendment 
Would Aid in Giving Buy- 
ers Easier Terms. 


As soon as Congress convenes 
here and gets under way with the 
affairs of the nation, business 
representatives of the Washington 
Real Estate board will urge on the 

national legislature an amendment 
to the Federal income tax law of 
1926, or changes in the Treasury 
Department decisions so as to 
remedy what they feel is an existing 
evil in regard to income tax rates 
on real estate sales. 

This problem also is of great in- 
terest. to Washington real estate 
men and builders because of the 
tremendous development here the 
last few years and virtually every 
Washington realtor and builder has 
manifested a considerable interest 
in the problem. 

Treasury decision 3921, which in- 
cludes the income tax regulation 
under the 1926 revisions of the in- 
come tax law, is very destroying to 
the real estate men of Washington 
and to the National association. 
The present wording of the law ig 
handicapping real estate develop- 
ment and home ownership here and 
throughout the country by what 
realtors feel is an unintentional 
penalization of firms offering the 
buyers homes on a long time pay- 
ment basis. 

The chief objection is that what 
the regulation really does is to 
make payable the income tax on 
the entire profits of a sale im- 
mediately the sale is made, regard- 
less of whether such terms of sale 
extends over a period of from one 
to ten or fifteen years. What 
realtors really feel would be the 
fair thing is that they be required. 
to pay income tax on that propor- 
tion which is paid in by the pur- 
chaser annually or in accordance 
with such periods as the real estate 
men actually received the consider- 
ation for the property he has sold. 

Under the present regulation if 
the real estate man sells a house 
for $20,000 with a very low cash 
payment and is required to pay 
income tax on the entire sale at 
once, the money received in cash 
payment which, in a great many in- 
stances is the basis for financing 
many developments, is taken auto- 
matically in by the government, 


whereas if payments were to be 


made as payments are due from 
the purchaser the government 
would receive the same money and 
the realtor would be able to give 
better terms to prospective owners, .

Neglected or Skimpy Plaster- 
ing Brings Waves and 
Dangerous Falling. 


USE OF LIME IS URGED 


So-called cheap construction 
usually is expensive in that it 
causes constant care and expense 
when deterioration begins. Reason- 
able construction can be obtained 
only by paying a reasonable price. 

There is no single place where 
good or bad work shows up as it 
does in plastering. If plastering is 
neglected or skimped, either 
thrdugh ignorance or design, the 
result is cracks, or rough waves or 
ridges, if papered, or even by dan- 
gerous falling of the plaster. 

There are several causes due to 
lack of knowledge or carelessness 
of the mortar man or the plasterer 
that contribute to plaster failures. 
It is essential with any material 
that the mortar be well mixed, and 
the backing of wood lath, block, 
brick or concrete be dampened be- 
fore it is covered. With metal lath 
this is not necessary, but the lath 
must be tight. 

Plaster hazards are minimized by 
the use of lime. It produces a plas- 
ter that sets slowly enough to ad- 
just itself. It hardens by drying 


out and is not dependent on crystal- | 


amount of water in the mortar. A 
further factor of interest to the 
builder, and owner also, is a sav- 
ing of as much as 8 per cent of the 
cost of the plaster in that the drop- 
pings of lime plaster may be re- 
tempered and used again with per- 
fect safety. 

Lime plaster gives a smooth, hard 


surface, and the hardening process | 


being gradual, the plasterer has 
time to trim his work and avoid 
waves and uneven places on the 
walls and ceilings.

FRANCE UNWORRIED 
OVER OIL'S FUTURE 


Potential Petroleum Sources 
Ample for Many Years, 
Says Official. 


Paris, Oct. 23 (By -A. P.). 
France is one of the few countries 
that is not worrying about the fu- 
ture of her petroleum supply. 

Potential petroleum sources avail- 


able to France says M. Pineau, di- 
rector of the national bureau of 
combustible liquids, if properly de- 
veloped within the next decade, wil] 
furnish a supply sufficient for many 
years to come, 

Of purely French sources. Mada- 
gascar promises the largest supply. 
The most important French source, 
however, M. Pineau finds, is in Mo- 
sul, where French interests are per- 
mitted a 25 per cent share in the 
exploitation under the treaty of 
San Remo. Within five years oil 
from this source is expected to be 
almost sufficient for the entire 
needs of the country and its col- 
onies, leaving Madagascar, domestic 
and colonial fields for reserve.

Her Rock River Farms Noted 
for High Quality of Certi- 
fied Milk. 


DAUGHTER OF HANNA 
TELLS OF HER HOPES 


Seeks Fool-Proof Method of 
Turning Out Perfect 
Product. 


Chicago, Oct. 23 (By A. P.).— 
Entering the wooded confines of 
the Rock river, a hundred miles to 
the west and north of Chicago, 
travelers on the Blackhawk trail 
may see, nestled in the cool green of 
the valley, glistening white build- 
ings grouped cozily in a bend of the 
stream. 

A low white fence incloses the 
buildings, a house on the bluff and 
some 2,200 acres over which grazes 
lazily a large herd of cattle. 

The widow of Senator Medill Mc- 
Cormick and daughter of the late 
Mark Hanna, political power, man- 
ages this establishment near the 
town of Byron, giving her time and 
effort for one purpose—to provide 
pure milk for infants and invalids. 


Runs Farm at First Hand. 


When her first baby was born 
about twelve years ago, Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick was amazed to learn that 
what is known as certified milk, 
containing a low bacteria count, 
was scarce, §So0 she and her hus- 
band, who then had just resigned 
the management of the Chicago 
Tribune that he might serve in the 
State legislature, bought ‘Rock 
River Farms.”’ 

Mrs. McCormick is not a _ kid- 
gloved farmer, although she has a 
superintendent who manages the 
place in her absence. She may often 
be found:in the hot fields or around 
the sheds and barns, supervising 
at first hand the care of the dairy. 

“‘We are trying to work out a 
fool-proof method of producing 
clean, raw milk at a minimum ex- 
pense and a process of certification 
that is practical for any farmer to 
adopt,’’ explains Mrs. McCormick. 
“Good milk is principally a matter 
of cleanliness. Every cow, every 
utensil, every man must be 
scrubbed every time the animal is 
milked.”’ 

Three-quarters of the herd at 
Rock River Farms were born and 


bred there. The success of the 
breeding operations is attested by 
the fact that two-thirds of all the 
Illinois State records for all ages 
and classes are held by cows and 
heifers belonging to Mrs. McCor- 
mick. 

Mrs. McCormick’s farm has many 
visitors. A delegation of business 
men and educators from Switzer- 
land recently inspected the plant 
where raw milk containing as low 
as 200 bacteria per cubic centimeter 
is often produced and where such 
a count rarely exceeds 1,000. Certi- 
fied milk has a bacteria count of 
less than 10,000 per centimeter. 


DUTCH DECLARE DISH 
MAKES FAT AND HEALTH 


Recipe for Rolpens Shows Its 
Generous Proportions in 


Preparing. 


Amsterdam, Oct. 23 (By A. P.). 
The average Dutchman is a pretty 
good trencherman, and he looks 


after his stomach well. ‘Plenty 
and good” is his motto when he 
dines. 

Rolpens and Geldersche Hutspot 
vie with each other for first place 
in popular favor. The latter dish 
is somewhat reminiscent of a 
savory Irish stew, but to rolpens 
one has to get accustomed. It re- 
minds Scotsmen of their haggis, 
except that rolpens is eaten in com- 
pany with hot red cabbage mixed 
with small morsels of sour apple. 

Here is a rolpens recipe for six 
persons: 

Materials needed: 9 pounds 
beef, 1 pound fat bacon, 2 ounces 
salt, 4 nutmegs, 3 ounces milled 
cloves, % ounce pepper and suffi- 
cient tripe to hold the mixture. 

Cut the meat into very small 
pieces, or mince it, not too fine; 
cut the beeon into cubes, mix up 
meat with salt, bacon and condi. 
ments, and let it stand overnight. 
Rinse tripe in tepid water, sew it 
up into casing§’ with coarse linen 
yarn and fill up, not too tightly, 
with the prepared mixture. Then 
sew tripe casings up completely, 
prick here and there to prevent 
bursting, and boil for two hours in 
water with a pinch of salt and a 
few cloves in it. 

Leave in a colander to cool and 
preserve in an earthenware pot 
covered by one part of the rolpens’ 
own juice to three parts vinegar. 
Melt the fat of the tripe separately 
and keep it in another jar, and fry 
the rolpens in the fat afterward. 

This is a dish which Dutchmen 
contend ‘‘makes you fat and Keeps 
you well.’’

Application of Business Prin- 
ciples to Agricultural Prob- 
lems, Banker Says. 


With the present tendency to an 
increase in farm tenantry over the 
country, jis the time coming when 
the professional farm manager will 
have a plaé¢e in rural life parallel 
with that of the urban property 
manager? Will there be developed 
a group of men competent to act 
for the absentee owner in making 
the farm a successful producing 
plant through bringing the same 
sort of specialized knowledge and 
ability as the urban property man- 
ager brings to bear in making a 
skycraper office building or an 
apartment house a successful pro- 
ducing invgstment? 

The caaldaslona! farm manager is 
not the vacation dream of some effi- 
ciency engineer. In some, localities 
he already has come, according to 
farm lands division of the MNa- 
tional association of real estate 
boards, which in its annals of real 
estate practice for 1926, just issued, 
discusses the work of such a farm 
manager in the region around 
Champaign, Ill. 

The discussion is contained in the 
volume on “Selling Farm Lands.”’ 
It is contributed by Joseph E. John- 
son, manager of the farm depart- 
ment of the Citizens’ State bank, of 
Champaign. 


Regular Part of Office. 


The property management de- 
partment has become a regular part 
of the office of the realtor dealing 
in urban’ properties. Few farm 
land dealers, as yet, have installed 
a ‘corresponding department for 
farm management, an editorial note 
introducing the article points out. 
But why, it suggests, should not 
every farm land realtor have such 
a department? 

“Farm management is the appli- 
cation of business principles to agri- 
cultural problems,’’ Mr. Johnson’s 
article states, from the point of view 
of one who has had actual experi- 
ence of the new professional hand- 
ling of agricultural land invest- 
ments. “Such management involves 
an analysis of resources, including 
land, equipment, and labor; definite 
planning, including budgeting, crop 
schedules, work schedules and mar-

been made to produce as much as 
they could have produced and that 
all too large a part of the gross in- 
come has been dissipated in waste- 
ful practices. 


Should Map Farm. 


“The manager should make a 
map of the farm. Then he should 
make a soil survey, analyzing the 
soil in each field and recording his 
findings. He then will be in a posi- 
tion to plan field arrangements and 
crop rotations. At the same time 
he can lay out a schedule for soil 
treatment. The owner of the farm 
is given a map of the farm which 
shows each field and t&e crop rota- 
tion which has been planned for it | 
covering a three to five-year period. 

“The farm manager will deter-; 


made, such as building or tearing 
out of fences, erection and repair of 
buildings and digging of drain 
ditches. He also will look after such > 
matters as the purchase of live, 
stock and feed, the selection of seed, 
the preparation of the soil for plant- 
ing or seeding, the payment of taxes 
and insurance. He will hire a ten- 
ant or lease-to one, 

“We often find a tenant farmer 
who is far more progressive than 
the farm owners. The progressive 
tenant is seeking to rent a farmed 
that is under good management. He 
knows that it is to his personal in- 
terest to avoid the owner who lacks 
vision and who manages his farm 
poorly. The inefficient farm tenant, 
as a rule, realizes his inability to 
fit into a scientific and well-man- 
aged farming program and seldom 
seeks to rent where he would h&ve 
to subject himself to such rigid dis- 
cipline. Our experience has been 
that there are more good tenants 
than we have farms to rent.’’

SAFE DRINKING WATER 

DURING FLOODS. 

| N some sections there has been

Pettenkofer’s principal conten- 
ition was that there was a relation- 
ship between the level of ground 
water and the prevalence of typhoid 
fever.

| as a great under-the-surface 
istream, the level of which rises and 
falls with change of weather or 
season, and the flow of which is 
steadily toward the great drain- 
age of basins. All of Pettenkofer’s 
theory may not have been correct, 
but it is very certain that basically 
he was right. 

The quality of the 
source is hazarded in seasons of 
excessive flooding. To safeguard 
against this hazard there are sev- 
eral things that may be done. Boil- 
ing the water is the simplest and 
the surest. It is not necessary to 
boil all the air out of water. A 
gallon brought to a boil and then 
added to a gallon of water at ordi- 
nary temperature will make a safe 
drinking water which will not taste 
,, cooked or flat. Any person can 
| buy chlorozone in almost any drug 
store. Chlorozone will kill typhoid 
in water and will not change the 
itaste. The same is true of iodine. 
Many drug stores carry hypochlo- 
rite tablets. They are effective if 
they are fairly fresh. 

Vaccination against typhoid 
protects for at least three years. 
In all probability most of those who 
were vaccinated during the world 
war have again become susceptible 
to the disease.

OMBS a youngster to the fore. The portfolio of business Manager 
C at the National theater is tendered: to one Stephen Cochran. 


Though young in years, he has been associated with local theaterdom 
long enough to be known to almost every man, woman and child in 
Washington—nhis native city. 

It was Steve Cochran who started the National Theater Playerg on 
their career. Since the days he began as a program boy at the whilom 
Lafayette theater, now the Belasco, whete reigns the dean, Stoddard 
Taylor, young Steve Cochran has climbed steadily. He was over there 
on Lafayette square for something like seven years, leaving the post of 
assistant treasurer to take up the same portfolio with the National 
theater. To the time of his appointment as manager he was treasurer 
of the old E street playhouso, one of the landmarks in Washington. 

To be manager of a theater requires a sense of the eternal fitness of 
things. Though the general publHc rarely comes in contact with the 
theater manager, he is everlastingly engaged with what occupies the 
attefition of amusement seekers. A many-sided man is the manager. 
He must perforce be a student of human nature, a diplomat, a judge, a 
hafl fellow well met, a hard-boiled brother, a fixer, a go-between, a 
pacifier and general all-round nurse to a lot of people; for, aside 
from his business acumen, a manager must by the very nature of his 
duties see to it that no one ever comes into or leaves his house—actors, 
auditors, those ahead or behind with productione—without having felt 
that hero, in this or that theater, dwells true hospitality, So that a 
theater manager, if he lives long enough, should become a man among 
men. Steve Cochran has arrived. He is the youngest in the fleld and 
manager of the oldest theater. 

oO 
IKE other men, theater managers have their disappointments. Here 
was Stoddard Taylor all set for a big week at the Belasco, a combina- 


tion of operetta and musical comedy labeled “The Daring Duchess’’— 
schéduled to open this evening. At the last moment the booking agents 
canceled the engagement, leaving the old playhouse in the lurch and dark 
all the week. There is one consolation: David Belasco will bring in his 
second production of the season, “Lily Sue,” a new play by Willard 
Mack, opening at the Belasco next week. 

Little or nothing is known of the new Belasco production, save that it 
ts a play of the early nineties, which may or may not mean melodrama. 
Willard Mack has a flair for that kind of theater, and whatever he doés 
is usually well done; so that the play should prove interesting, anyway. 
His last offering here was ‘“‘The Dove,” unfolded in premiere at the 
National. 

New plays brought down this year for trial have been sadly lacking 
in essentials of good drama. There has hardly been an exception. 
Most all of the plays seen so far in their virginal glory have disappeared 
from the work-a-day theater. Laurette Taylor's play, ‘‘Her Cardboard 
Love,” went out of business last week in Baltimore. Shortly before 
that, Jack Hazzard bade good-by foréver to “The Good Fellow.” Book- 
ings for five weeks will keep ‘““Howdy King" going just about that long; 
and unless there are drastic changes it, too, Will seek shelter in Cain’s 
célebrated storehouse. Only the miracle workers will save ‘“‘The Chal- 
lenge of Youth,’’ which left here last night for a sojourn in Pittsburgh.

VER in New York the town has gone wild over a play that is the 

last word in daring. Dr. Frank Morse who rarely, if ever, goes 
completely wild over theatrical fare, having sampled it for all these 
many years, is back from the metropolis with glowing reports. Despite 
its theme, the venerable doctor of dramaturgy stands up and shouts 
from the house-tops, saying, Verily there was never anything like this. 
Well, there is no telling about what will happen in the theater. One 
year they bar these sort of plays, the next year the world welcomes 
talég of waywardness. When Eugene Brieux’s “Les Avaries’ was 
_ written in 1901, it was banned from the Paris stage. Twelve years 
later, it was produced in America under the title of “Damaged Goods.” 
The ay of the play, not its merits as a drama, made it a sensational

succes As Mr. Percy Hammond, then theatrical critic for the Chicago 


Tribune, phrased a general reaction, it “extends our knowledge of 


disease and provides a fresh topic that may, with propriety, be discussed 


at the dinner table.””

This play, an adaptation by 
Arthur Hornblow, jr., from Edouard Bourdet’s ‘‘La Prisonniere,”’ dis- 


cusses a problem far more taboo than was the theme of “Damaged| 


Goods.’’ Even Lord Byron, who sang of Sappho and ancient Lesbos, 
and whose defiance of any moral code exiled him from England, drew | 
the line at the topic which creates the tragedy of ‘‘La Prisonniere.’’ It | 


is smail wonder, therefore, that New York is discussing in whispers | 
the production staged a few nights ago by Gilbert Miller at the Empire | 


theater, where “‘Peter Pan’’ was first disclosed to an American audi- | 


ence. And yet, for very good reasons, the representative New York 
critics who have witnessed the play are far more sympathetic than many 
reviewers in Paris, Vienna, Budapest and’ Berlin. 

For there is not a line in the story, a gesture of an actor, or a fleet- 
ing bit of pantomine that is even remotely offensive. The Bourdet 
drama, as adapted by Hornblow, is vital, throbbing, poignant, tragedy. 
The creator of the story is bold to the point of fearlessness, but a master 
of discretion. The audience must provide its own explanation of the 
horror magnificently pictured. Only a knowledge of the Hmits of hu- 
man frailty, those depths of degradation known to the Freudians, en- 
ables an auditor to follow with full understanding the inevitable march 
of the grim tragedy to its bitter, inexorable end. As a matter of fact, 
the convulsive crushing of a bunch of violets and the slamming of an 
outer door shed far more light on the captive’s bondage than any single 
line in the play. 

“The Captive” is exquisitely staged and superbly acted. It is the big- 
gest and finest play New York has seen since Ibsen’s “Rosmersholm” re- 
stored to the American stage the theme which in ‘‘Oedipus Rex” failed 
to shock audiences in ancient Greece. It is too soon to predict the ulti- 
mate reaction of American playgoers to “The Captive.” In Paris, we 
are told, “La Prisonniere” proved a menace to the violet industry. In 
New York it is an outstanding and overwhelming success. The play 
might be enjoyed for its lines and acting by a theatergoer utterly ig- 
horant of its true significance. And yet—we grow more sophisticated! 
On the opening night at the Empire, according to one critic, two sweet 
young things in the lobby decided that few persons would really get 
what it is all about. ‘Well, my mother wouldn't,” said one of them. 

_ But why “get” the story? The play is in itself, quite aside from 
sensationalism, completely and magnificently the thing. 


And, as one young captive said to another leaving the theater: ‘‘Thank 
goodness it has a happy ending!”

of $60,000 cashed. He asked for 
the president, Mr. Glover, who, 
however, was out. He was told by 
the bank officials that the only, 
thing that could be done was to 
send the check through to New 
York. This was not quick enough | 
for the millionaire. senator who| 
wanted the money that day. A 
short time afterward Mr. Glover | 
returned and was told of the inci- | 
dent. With the quick intuition of 
a great fimancier he got in touch | 
with the senator at his hotel and 
said: ‘‘Senator..your check is good 
for whatever amount you choose to 
write it for and will be cashed at 
once.’ Senator Clark went to the 
bank, had a long conversation with, 
Mr. Glover, and the result of this 
happy meeting was. a_ lifelong 
friendship between the two men. 

Later when Mr. Glover was deep- 
ly interested in the Corcoran gal- 
lery, of which he ts now president, 
treasurer and chairman of the 
finance ana art committee, he was 
interested in establishing the bien- 
nial exhibitions, He wanted prizes 
for the best paintings by American | 
artists.

Mr. Glover per- 
suaded Senator Clark later on to in- | 
crease this prize by others, and | 
evenina.iv he Mode this a perma- 
nent bequest of $100,000, The in- 
terest of this is to be used in giving 
prizes of $5,000 to American artists 
at the Corcoran biennial exhibitions, 
and the rest to be used in purchas- 
ing paintings by American artists 
for the permanent collection of the 
gallery. 

These prizés are the most sub- 
stantial awards given to American 
art in any exhibition in the country. 
This has been a great stimulus to 
American art and the Corcoran bi- 
ennials. They are in the front rank 
of art exhibitions in the country; 
and the very substantial prizes have 
helped to make this so. As the ac- 
quaintance with Senator Clark 
grew, Mr. Glover discerned in the 
senator a growing interest in the 
Corcoran gallery and the work of 
American artists, which he fostered 

every way possible. Once when

trolled were denied this privilege. | 

At the end of the revolutionary | 
period of 1917, even these.baths| 


were destroyed, and the country| 
was so impoverished it could not) 
revive them. The American relief | 
administration, working in the dev-| 
asted regions of Samaria, took | 
over these bath buildings and re-| 
furnished them. 

It is hard to realize the eager- 
ness with which the poor people of | 
Samaria seized the opportunity for 
bathing. The American relief ad- 
ministration provided American 
soap and this, with the switches the 
people used to whip themselves 
with to make their skin red, pro- 
vided delights heretofore un- 
thought of. 

The administration. offered the 
privilege of using the bathhouse to 
the poor free. However, the num- 
ber of persons who wanted to use 
the baths was so great that a sys- 
tem was adopted whereby the 
people were issued. certificates 
showing that they were too poor to 
pay. These certificates were issued 
every fortnight. 


'Alaska-Grown Apples 
Shipped t to > Market 


Anchorage, Alaska, Oct., 23 (By 
A. P.).—The first commercial ship- 
ment of Alaska-grown apples has 
been made. Boxes of a _ variety 
known as yellow transparents were 
sent from Hope, on Turnagain arm 
southeast of here, to Anchorage. 
The trees on which the apples were 
grown have been bearing for five 
years. Absence of blemishes on 
the fruit was noticeable.

Worker Can Not Know Extent 
of Job When Called 
in Emergency.

Jokes having the plumber as the 
objective of their alleged fun are 
doubtless only exceeded in number 
by those on the proverbial Irish- 


man. Magazines and newspapers 
always contain a plentiful crop of 
jokes on the guardians of public 
health, until now that the plumb- 
ing profession has been mobilized 
into a vast and distinct industry, 
the plumber is beginning to resent 
the slur of his occupation; organ- 
ized propaganda to offset this trend 
toward ridicule actually has been 
set in motion. 

The purpose of this article is not 
to attempt to set forth ways and 
means to combat the tendency, but 
merely to re-emphasize the reasons 
why the plumbing profession is not 
the huge joke it apparently is to 
the jokesmiths, and to urge the 
adoption by the members of the in- 
dustry of any and all means advo- 
cated by thinking persons to offset 
the evil effects of the practice. 

If the average person is asked 
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which of his modern conveniences 
he would miss most out of his daily 
life, he probably would mention his 
automobile, his telephone or posat- 
bly his radio. These things indeed 
have become almost necessities in 


our present hectic life, but they do 
not compare in importance with 
the modern sanitary plumbing. 


Shown in Hurricane. 


Take it away and in 24: hours 
cities would become almost unin- 
habitable. The recent hurricane in 


Florida demonstrated the terrible 


menace from disease that the dam- 
age to the water mains and sewers 
developed in several days. 

An occupation. so important 
scarcely is a butt for ridicule and by 
the same process of redeoning, thé 
men who make it their life-work 
hardly are amusing. Yet few per- 
sons know that the various parts 
possible in plumbing equipment 
number nearly 10,000. 

The fact that when a plumber is 
called on a job he can not possibly 
have an idea as to the extent of the 
work to be done and that a first call 
is cOmparable to a consultation, 
rarely occurs to a householder. Yet 
the plumber is ridiculed for having 
to go back to headquarters for ma- 
terials as the repairing develops 
and poked fun at because his bills 
must include charge for such time 
consumed. But the same person 
who finds this so humorous doesn’t 
see anything to laugh at when his 
garage man charges him for a full 
day’s work to find the little squeak 
in his car. 


Emergency Repair Work. 


The repairing end of the plumb- 
ing business contains a large pro- 
portion of emergency work. A 
customer discovers a frozen pipe, a 
cracked furnace grate, or a balky 
gas heater. ‘‘Come quick!’ and the 
plumber usually is prepared to give 
quick service. 

The writer once had an unusual 
experience. He was obliged to call 
a plumber for a stopped-up drain, 
and the plumber telephoned back 
to please send a dollar by a messen- 
ger he would send and he would be 
over in five minutes. The dollar 
was sent and he was as good as his 
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word, but the joke was not on the

STAGE SCENERY BLAMED 
IN WIRE SHORT CIRCUIT 


Experience Results in Sug- 
gestion of Attaching Device 
to Warn Speaker. 


As a result of the embarrassing 
experience of President Coolidge 
at the international oratorical con- 
test, talking into a dead micro- 
phone under the impression he was 
being heard by millions of listeners, 
considerably more care will be taken 
in the future in supervising the tel- 
egraph or telephone wires carrying 
speeches of such importance from 
the hall to the broadcasting station. 
In this case it was the failure of a 
Jone telegraph wire which caused 
the trouble. 

President Coolidge spoke from 
the Washington auditorium, and 
the telegraph wire was strung in to 
carry his voice to station WRC, 
where it was to be relayed to sta- 
tions throughout the country. 

Seated on the platform was a 
distinguished group of officials, in- 
cluding three cabinet officers—Sec- 
retary of the Navy Wilbur, Secre- 
tary of the Interior Work and At- 
torney General Sargent—and Ever- 
ett Sanders, secretary to the Presi- 
dent. John Hays Hammond intro- 
duced President Coolidge, who took 
his position in front of the micro- 
phone, and, as far as anyone knew, 
everything was going nicely, and 
the whole country was listening-in. 
About that time, to the consterna- 
tion of the broadcasting crew, it 
was discovered that the telegraph 
Wire which had been tested out a 
half an hour previous, was dead. 

Mr. Coolidge, however, continued 
to the end of his speech, entirely 
oblivious of the fact he had been 
cut off. Immediately rumors spread 
as to what had caused the telegraph 
wire to go bad. One was that it had 
been affected by the aurora bore- 
alis, which was reported to have 
been on the worst rampage that day 
in eleven years. 

F. P. Guthrie, district manrarer of 
the Radio Corporation in Washing- 
ton, said the telegraph company 
had reported to him that the wire 
had been short-circuited by the ac- 
cidental moving of a piece of scen- 
ery on the stage. 

Another thing which the Presi- 
dent’s experience has suggested is 
that some sort of device be attached 
to the microphone—-perhaps a tiny 
colored light—to advise the speaker 
that the carrier wave is off and the 


speech is not being broadcast.

London, Oct. 23 (By A. P. ).— 
Two thousand London girls are re- 
ported as “‘missing’’ every year, but 
only ore in 500 remains untraced 
and less than 10 per cent remain un- 
found for more than a fortnight. 

Special officials are always en- 
gaged on the task of tracing these 
missing girls, and it is said that 60 
per cent should never have been re- 
ported as missing. Of the total of 
missing persons in the whole of 
England less than two in every 
1,000 are never heard of again.

The new hospital building, it wasiulty of the Randall Junior High 


announced, will be a four-story, 
fireproof steel and concrete struc- 
ture of pressed brick and limestone 
finish, fronting on  Thirty-fifth 
street. 


Increase Bed Capacity. 


The present capacity of 276 beds 
will be increased by the addition of 
30 private rooms with private baths 
in the new building. Above the 
administrative offices and in the 
center of the building there will be 
27 private rooms for the Francis- 
can sisters who have charge of the 
hospital. 

In many other respects the pres- 
ent hospital facilities will be en- 
hanced through the additional space 
to be afforded in the new building. 
It will have six large wards and four 
model diet kitchens, among other 
things, and a small chapel in Gothic 
style. 

As the erection of this building 
is the first step in the expansion of 
the medical school, ample facilities 
for medica] and research work will 
be provided. At present the medi- 
cal school’ has been handicapped 
seriously for lack of laboratory fa- 
cilities, necessitating overcrowding 
of clinics. This will be remedied by 
the inclusion of 11 large clinic 
rooms and three standard labora- 
tories. 

The Nurses’ Training school also 
is located at the hospital and these 
young women likewise will benefit 
through the increased facilities. 
This year the training school broke 
all previous enrollment records. The 
school was organized in 1903 and 
in 1907 was registered under the 
new registration act of the District 
of Columbia. In 1914 it was regis- 
tered under the board of regents 
and now is a class-A training school, 
meeting all requirements of the 
American Medical association. 

Announcement also was made at 
Georgetown that Sister M. LIllumi- 
nata, O. S. F., sister superior at the 
hospital and training school for the 
last six years, has been transferred 
to St. Agnes’ hospital, Philadelphia 
upon the expiration of her term. 
Her successor is Sister M. Donata, 

S. F., who brings experience 
gained in the direction of the Fran- 
ciscan hospital in Wilmington, Del. 
During her six years at Georgetown 
Sister Illuminata did valuable work 
in cooperation with the women’s 
board in improving conditions at 
the hospital and raising funds for 
charity work.

$5,000,000 PROJECT 
PLANNED NEAR HOTEL 


Builder Was Born in England 
54 Years Ago and Learned 
Carpentry Trade. 


It seems that Harry Wardman 
will never stop building. The Carl- 
ton hotel is only the latest enter- 
prise in his long career here as 
builder extraordinary of hotels, 
apartments and residences. 

Mr. Wardman has already pur- 
chased the John Hay property at 
Sixteenth and H streets northwest, 
from Senator ‘Wadsworth’s wife, 
where he will begin on November 
1, construction of an eight-story 
apartment to be known as Carlton 
Chambers. Demolition of the grand 
old brick house occupied by John 
Hay when he was Secretary of State 
will bégin then.

EASE IN MEN’S LOUNGE 


The mezzanine floor of. the new 
Carlton hotel extends around three 
sides of the patio. On the right side 
is the women’s writing room and on 
the left is the men’s lounge. 

A balcony on the former over- 
looks the garden dining room and 
the balcony on the latter overlooks 
the men’s grill. The front of the 
mezzanine fioor, facing the lobby, 
is devoted to executive offices and 
the hotel telephone exchange. These 
offices are walled upon the lobby 
side so that they can not be seen 
from within the lobby. 

The women’s writing room is fur- 
nished in the style of a French bou- 
doir. Two plain walnut Regence 
writing tables and two marble- 
topped console tables are in the 
room. There are also. several 
Bergre chairs upholstered in bright 
colored taffetas.; A Chenille:rug of 
deep blue covers the floor. 

The men’s: lounge is furnished in 
large deep cushioned chairs and a 
long plain oak table stands in the 
middle of the chamber. Several 
floor lamps with parchment shades 
stand by the lounge chairs. 

The ceiling is in stenciled oak 
rafters similar to the grill room. A 
heavy imported rug gives the room 
warmth and color. The wails are of 
the same material as the lobby. 


Chairs From Blenheim 
Castle in Hotel Lobby 


Two of the heavily carved high- 
backed walnut chairs in the lobby 
of the hotel formerly adorned the 
Blenheim castle of the Duke of 
Marlboro. Harry Wardman pur- 
chased the chairs from Jetley’s, in 
London, last summer and brought 
them back with him last July. 
“The chairs have a page of his- 
tory behind them,’’ Mr. Wardman 
said. They stood in the lobby of the 
Wardman Park hotel until the Carl- 
ton was built.

Cigar Counters and Other 
Desks Hidden From Sight; 
Guests Do Not Register. 


The rich warm colors of Floren- 
tine renaissance in the lobby of the 


Carlton hotel—amethyst purple, old 
gold, French blue and vermillion 
red—gives the hotel the desired ef- 
fect of quiet elegance. 

Nowhere throughout the hotel is 
its individuality more strikingly ap- 
parent than in its lobby. In the 
usual hotel sense it is a lobby in 
name only. The effect obtained in- 
stead is that of a luxurious draw- 
ing room of an Italian palace. It is 
an oblong room extending nearly 
the entire width of the hotel front. 
It measures approximately 80 by 30 
feet, and the walls are made of im- 
itation Travertin marble of golden 
buff. 

The rich pollycrome coloring of 
the low stenciled ceiling gives the 
lobby the necessary warmth needed 
for such a large room. Heavy plas- 
ter rafters highly decorated in the 
Florentine colors cross the ceiling 
at distances of about twelve feet 
apart. Hand-tufted rugs in old gold 
and buff, imported from Austria, 
similarly hides the coldness of the 
marble floor. There are-only two 
of these rugs on the floor, yet to- 
gether they cover the large expanse 
of the entire floor. The thick nap 
of these rugs insures quietness in 
the lobby as well as restfulness to 
the eyes. 


Furniture All Carved. 


The drawing room effect of the 
lobby is enhanced by the exquisitely 
hand carved renaissance furniture 
all imported from Italy. All piecas 
are copies of actual renaissance 
furniture in the museums of Italy, 
that once adorned the palaces and 
Villas of that country. Each piece 
igs distinctive in itself and yet there 
is a harmony in the whole set that 
is pleasingly apparent. There is 
not too much furniture in the lobby 
and what there is, is placed with 
taste and skill. 

The pieces consist of high backed 
Italian walnut chairs with heavily 
carved arms and upholstered in 
| heavy multicolored materials. in 
blue, red, purple and green. A 
heavy walnut table, supported ‘by 
hand-carved cherub figures, stands 
at the north and south ends of the 
lobby. Deep cushioned lounges 
with their backs to Sixteenth street, 
are on both sides of the entrance. 
Several of the larger renaissance 
chairs are grouped about the tables. 
Tabarets and long, low benches 
break the distances between the 
tables and lounge chairs along the 
walls. 

A seventeenth century banner 
hangs above a long, low bench at the 
north end of the room and a heavily 
framed oval mirror hung above a 
console table faces the banner from 
the south end of the room. 


Imported From Italy. 


The furniture was’ imported 
knock-down by Mr. Wardman and 
was fitted together by Wurdeman 
& Co., interior decorators and fur- 
niture establishment at 1201 Con- 
nectieut avenue. All of the furnish- 
ings of the lobby were brought 
from abroad, the furniture from 
Italy, the curtains from Engiand 
and the rugs from Austria. -The

Deep amethyst’ purple velvet 
draperies hang from the tall Italian 
arched casement windows iooking 
out on Sixteenth street. These 
hangings, measuring over 20 feet 
in height, are embroidered in old 
gold designs matching both the 
walls and the rugs. 

Grilled French brass lamps hang 
from the walls about 6 feet from 
the floor at intervals of 20 feet 
around the entire lobby. Thess 
lamps, oval in shape, hang from 
brass arms built into the walls. 


Lights From Behind Cornices, 


The lobby at night is flood-light- 
ed from a row of bulbs hidden be- 
hind the cornices of the lobby on 
its four sides. The light is sof 
and mellow and brings out the 
colors in the room ina gentle and 
harmonious tone. 

The general effect of the drawing 
room lobby is not marred by the 
protrusion of cigar counters, desks 
or signs. Everything of the kind is 


,nidden from view as much as pos- 


sible. Mr. Wardman was unusually 
successful in hiding these 
hotel eyesores. 


the effect desired. The cigar stand 
sets well back in the alcove, and 
also furnishes a convenient retreat 
for the page boys. There is no 
registration desk, as usually re- 
garded ina hotel. There is a small 
information booth hidden away in 
an alcove with an opening into the 
lobby about the size of a hat-check 
booth opening. A small card file 
artfully placed to one side out of 
view from the lobby contains the 
names of the registered guests. 


Guests Are Brought Cards. 


Guests do not register the 
at the Carlton hotel. They 
are met at the entrance by bellboys 
and the manager who lead them di- 
rect to their chambers upstairs. A 
small card is brought to their room 
later by a page, which the guest 
signs for registration. This'‘service 
is followed largely in the exclusive 
continental hotels.

Directly behind the lobby and 
flanked on the south by the main 
dining room and on the north hy 
the men’s grill is the inclosed 
patio. This room, with its round, 
sky-blue ceiling, gives the effect of 
a Tuscan giardino under open 
skies. Indirect flood lighting of 
the ceiling that can be regulated 
by an automatic dimmer enhances 
the sky-like illusion. Both day and 
night sky effects can be secured by 
the manipulation of the light con- 
trol. The floor, 40 feet square, is 
of a fine quality of maple wood, 
which is said to be the best for 
dancing. Strips of walnut are at 
10-fpot intervals in the floor and 


the first hotel in Washington to in- 
troduce this method of registration.

The men’s grill, on the K street 
side of the hotel, with its dark- 
stenciled walnut rafters and vermil- 
lion red draperies falling from the 
tall arched casement windows, gives 
the room a clublike appearance of 
rich elegance.

The stained oak ceiling and rich 
vermillion window draperies 
through their sharp contrast in col- 
or gives the room a regal splendor.

All furniture 
for both dining rooms was made to 
order for the hotel and was fur- 
nished through Walter M. Ballard, 
interior decorator of this city. 

The garden dining room on the 
opposite or south side of the hotel 
is similar in size and design to the 
grill except that the window drap- 
eries are done in a light French 
blue.

The Italian guard on the south 
side of the hotel is laid out after 
the manner of modern garden re- 
treats in Italy. The garden is al- 
ready heavily sodded and has 
gravel paths crossing it in several 
directions. | 

The fountain in the middle of 
the rectangular garden is made of 
pale pink Italian marble veined in 


brown streaks. Lombardy poplars 
and ilex have been planted and the 
garden will be used for dinners and 
teas next summer. The main din-

statues of Miss Fay 
Lamphier, 1925 national beauty 
prize winner, support the ceiling of 
the patio from the balconies. These 
statues are made of imitation 
Travertin marble and stand 6 feet 
high, just a little more than life 
size. They were made by F. W. 
Kosack, Washington sculptor, from 
drawings made by Mr. Mesrobian, 
the Wardman architect. The draw- 
ings were made from photographs 
of Miss Lamphier. The bathing suit 
in which she won the national 
beauty title at Atlantic City is not 
portrayed in the statues. The bath- 
ing suit replaced by a Grecian 
robe in the imitation marble repro- 
duction ot her figure. 

The patio is suitable for teas, 
eoncerts, receptions, bridge parties 
and dancing. The hotel has no ball- 
room as it does not cater to large 
social functions or conventions. 

Two rusted iron grilled gates, 
designed after old Italian garden 
gates, swing together at the lobby 
entrance to the patio. The gates 
were especially designed for the 
hotel by Wurdeman & Co.

Fifty dollars each for 6 inches 
additional length in the bathtubs 
for the Carlton hotel was paid by 
Harry Wardman to give his tall 
guests the added comfort of a ‘‘tub 
that fits.”” The standard length of 
bathtubs is 5 feet, but those in the 
hotel measure 5 feet 6 inches. The 
tubs are made of ‘‘Woodmere,” said 
to be the best quality of enamel 
made. They were made by, the 
Standard Manufacturing Co. The 
showers over every: bathtub are 
protected by rubberized silk cur- 
tains. 

Instead of china handles and 
nickel-plated spouts, all exposed 
metal parts of the tubs are made of 
Everbrite, a composition metal of 
nickel and brass. 

Twenty dollars more each was 
paid for the lavatories that measure 
33 inches instead of the standard 
length of 30 inches. These were 
made by the Sanitary Earthenware 
Specialty Co., of Trenton, N. J. 

All bathroom equipment was se- 
lected personally by Wardman from 
the stocks of E. G. Schafer Co. The 
plumbing was installed by A\ E. An- 
derson, of the Wardman Construc- 
tion Co.

Vapor Heat System 
In Carlton Hotel 


The Dunham system of vapor 
heating is used in ‘the Carlton 
hotel. The steam is furnished by 
three Brunswick Kroeschell high 
pressure boilers of 96 horsepower 
each.

After all, a hotel primarily is a 
place to sleep and rest and the 
guest chambers of the Carlton leave 
nothing to be desired, both in fur- 
nishing and room’ service. “There 
are only 259 rooms and many of 
these are combined into suites of 
two and three rooms each.

Authentic copies of Italian renais- 
Sance furniture is used throughout 
the hotel rooms. Large oval mir- 
rors.set in heavy frames hang over 
the high chest like bureaus. Mir- 
rors also are on the three doors 
of the built-in clothes closets, which 
may be used as triple dressing mir- 
rors when tiwo ofsthe dvors are 
opened. All closets are sufficiently 
large to contain a wardrobe trunk 
and each has an electric light. 

In addition to the tall walnut 
bureau, most of the chambers con- 
tain a similarily designed chest in 
which small articles of wearing ap- 
parel may be kept. 

Hand tufted rugs of golden hue 
cover the floors of all guest rooms. 
Wall brackets, candlestick lamps of 
crystal with two switches, ‘one at 
the door and another that can be 
reached from the bed, are used 
throughout. 

Each room has a separate light 
fuse so that if one blows only one 
room will be thrown into darkness.

High Speed Elevators 
Show Decorator’s Art 


High-speed Otis elevators with 
all modern safety devices are used 
in the Carlton hotel. The cabs of 
the elevators going up from the 
lobby are made of American walnut 
and were designed specially for the 
hotel. Two upholstered chairs in 
the cabs give the elevators a fur- 
nished appearance that harmonizes 
with the furniture in the lobby. A 
soft amber light is thrown down 
into the cabs from an inverted bow] 
in the top of the car. 

The elevator shafts are set well 
back from the wall line of the lobby, 
thus maintaining the perfectly rec- 
tangular shape of the room. The 
| alcove through which one enters the 
‘elevators from the lobby are fin- 
ished in walnut and enhance the 
beauty of the lobby.

TRANSFERS TO FILL 
AIR CORPS VACANCIES 


Qualified Officers in Other 
Branches Urged to Seek 
Flying Posts. 


Many vacancies now exist in 
every grade of the commissioned 
personnel of the army ho corps, 
and the War Department is desir- 
ous @f ffling them as early as prac- 
ticable by transfers from other 
branches of the military service. 
Accordingly all officers interested 
in aivation and having needed 
qualifications have been urged to 
submit applications for transfer. 

A segtion of an act of July 2, 
1926, commonly known as the air 
corps act, provides that in time of 
peace, in“ordér to insure that com- 


missioned officers of the air corps 
‘shall be qualified properly as avi- 
, ators, and for the purpose of giv- 
ing officers opportunity to qualify, 
the Secretary of War is authorized 
to detail to that corps from other 
branches of the service officers of 
all grades. 

Such officers are to be given fly- 
ing training immediately on‘ being 
neg but shall not remain de- 

iled -to the air corps longer 
th lan a year or be transferred per- 
mahently and comatissioned there- 
in unless they qualify as flying offi- 
cers. However, individual officers 
specifically recommended because 
of special qualifications other than 
as filers may be detailed or perma- 
nently commissioned 
corps.

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James Kerney, Editor, and One of 
Woodrow Wilson’s Intimate 
Friends and Advisers, Tells of 
His Speaking Tour Through the 
West—Of His Return to Find 
He Had Been Taken Off the 
New Jersey Pay Roll—Of Mc- 
Comb’s Appointment as Cam- 
paign Manager and the Arrival 


of Col. House. 


EFORE the close of Wilson’s first 
New Jersey legislative session the 
campaign for the presidential nomina- 
tion had been greatly accelerated. 
With Page and a few other intellec- 
tual friends he got together in New 
York in March, 1911, and it was agreed 


that Wilson should make his test fight. 

It was Page’s idea: that many of the 
erroneous impressions regarding Wilson 
as an impractical theorist might thus be 
removed. He insisted that when people 
came into direct contact with Wilson 
and heard him talk they. would be con- 
vinced that he was not only a great man 
but likewise quite human. Out of these 
plans of Page came the Western trip, 
which produced so.many effective tele- 
grams at the right moment at Balti- 
more. 


Shortly before Wilson started-across — 


the country William IF’. McCombs, a 
Princeton graduate, then practicing law 
in New York, had, with Wilson’s con- 
sent, opened small headquarters in New 
York for the purpose of answering such 
political correspondence and carrying on 
such preliminary work with political or- 
ganizations as Wilson did not feel he 
could personally handle at Trenton. 

This New York McCombs project, 
quite crude at first and always very 
amateurish, was financed by a few of 
Wilson’s university and_ personal 
friends. 

Page selected Frank Parker Stock- 
bridge, also a Princeton graduate, a ca- 
pable writer, to manage the Western 
trip. Stockbridge and McCombs planned 
to have Wilson speak before nonpolifi- 
cal gatherings and keep away from the 
Democratic factional quarrels in the va- 
ious States. 

Wilson proved first page copy every- 
where. Leading magazines were eagerly 


“seeking material about him. 


The trip produced some _ sensations. 
Wilson, under the tutelage of radicals, 
had been converted to the initiative and 
referendum. He had not specified these 
reforms in his first inaugural address 
and had only publicly shown his posi- 
tion in connection with the milder com- 
mission government law. But when he 
got into the Western country, aflame 
with political and evangelical move- 
ments that descended directly from Bry- 
anism, he cut loose and in his very first 
speech at Kansas City he shocked his 
conservative Eastern supporters by a 
friendly discussion of the initiative, ref- 
erendum and recall. 

It caused a sensation. It gave his busi- 
ness supporters great anxiety. Some 
hastily wired him to slow up. His sec- 
ond speeech was at Denver. He men- 
tioned it again. 

Eastern friends sent him convincing 
word that if the initiative, referendum 
and recall were put into the national 

platform the party might as well give 
up the fight. Wilson was reluctant to 
surrender, but he heeded the advice of 
his managers and never again returned 
to the advocacy of those measures. 

Another issue that gave Wilson con- 
cern on that trip was woman suffrage. 
He long had been opposed to woman 
suffrage. His answer was to let the 
States settle the question for them- 
selves. Otherwise, on the whole the

: wed his return to Trenton he was con- 


sly shocked and not a little an- 
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away. 
occupied approximately a month. 

Edward I. Edwards, the Democratic 
State comptroller, afterward governor 
and now United States senator, held 
that he had no authority under the State 
constitution to make payment to any 
one not performing the duties of his 
office. 

Wilson contended that he had been 
elected by the people of the State for 
three years and that there was no way 
that he could be prevented from receiv- 
ing the full salary. Edwards, though 
politically friendly, stood pat. He refer- 
red Wilson to section XIII, article V 
of the New Jersey constitution, which 
he contended upheld his stand. And he 
paid the governor’s salary over to Er- 
nest R. Ackerman, president of the sen- 
ate and later a member of Congress, 
who--had. been acting governor while 
Wilson was away. 

Ackerman took the check and very 
graciously indorsed it over to Wilson, 
who was profuse in his thanks. Wilson 
did not leave the State again for any 
considerable time, but carried on his 
campaign from the official guberna- 
torial summer residence at Sea Girt. 

Ackerman again assumed the gover- 
nor’s office, however, in the fall and re- 
ceived the money instead of Wilson. He 
indorsed it over to Wilson as before. 
John P. Price acted as governor when 
Wilson was away after the Baltimore 
convention and he also indorsed the 
checks to Wilson. 


The Fight With Nugent. 


After the first Western trip the next 
good chance that came to the Wilson 
expert press agents resulted from an 
indiscretion on the part of Nugent, the 
New Jersey Democratic State chairman, 


William Jennings Bryan. 


who had played such an important part 
~ winning Wilson’s gubernatorial elec- 
ion. 

Nugent, with a small party of friends, 
was at Neptune Heights, a seaside re- 
sort popular before the dry days. In 
the course of the hilarity he sent a bot, 
tle of champagne to a nearby table 
where some national guard officers 
were seated. The feeling at the time 
between Nugent and Wilson was very

The bearer of the tale insisted that 
Nugent did drink ‘alone. Others, how- 
ever, subsequently related that none of 
the wine had gone to waste. 

Be that as it may, the indiscretion 
of Nugent provided the big news fea- 
ture for the Wilson propaganda service 
for many weeks. Members of the Demo- 


cratic State committee were summoned 
to Sea Girt and a movement was 
started to oust Nugent as chairman. It 
did not prove an easy task. 

While the committeemen were eager 
to please Wilson, there was a good deal 
of affection for Nugent, who for years 
had been keeping the party organiza- 
tion together. A request was sent to 
Nugent to quit. He refused. He de- 
clined to call a meeting of the com- 
mittee. 

Difficulty was found to get any one 
to take his place. Nugent finally called 
a meeting for August at Asbury Park. 
In the midst of a stormy scene he left, 
accompanied by one of the strongest 
Democrats in the State, chairman of 
the Mercer county organization, Wil- 
son’s home county. Fourteen of the 
members who remained declared the 
chairmanship vacant. Ten days later 
Edward E. Grosscup of Glouster county 


was prevailed upon to accept Nugent’s ° 


place. 

The publicity did not materially bene- 
fit the New Jersey Democrats, and only 
boosted Wilson on the outside. Nugent 
still remained in control of Essex 
county. In the following November 
election the Democrats lost control of 
the legislature. 


Source of Wilson’ s Money. 


The vast amount of publicity that 
the Wilson campaign was getting, cou- 
pled with a somewhat extravagant out- 
lay for promoting organization work by 
McCombs and others, caused specula- 
tion as to the sources of the Wilson 
financing. Even in Democratic papers 
editorials were beginning to appear ask- 
ing where the Wilson money came from. 
The editorials also contained charges 
that large numbers of paid agents were 
traveling about the country in the ef- 
fort to bring about Wilson’s nomina- 
tion. Some newspapers intimated’ that 
the cost of the Wilson campaign so far 
had already run into the millions. 

Page insisted Wilson should let 
everybody know who gave the money, 
that the contributions and contributors 
were to be made public as well as the 
purpose for which their gifts were 
spent. 

This did not always fit in with the 
McCombs plan of helping various needy 
political organizations. Eventually Mc- 
Combs and Stockbridge disagreed and 
Stockbridge retired. McAdoo’s public- 
ity man, Newton, was then placed in 
charge of the propaganda work at the 
McCombs headquarters. 

By the end of the year the headquar- 


ters had so spread out that McCombs 


was finding great difficulty in making 
ends meet. In January Wilson delivered 
a very inspiring address on the Jews 
in Carnegie hall and at once Henry Mor- 
genthau enlisted under the Wilson ban- 
to the nu to subscribe $4,000 a 
month to

William F. McCombs as Wilson’s man- 


ager. 


It would be difficult to estimate the 
exact amount that the prenomination 
campaign actually cost the friends of 
Wilson. McCombs directly collected 
and expended about $250,000 before the 
triumph: at Baltimore. Enormous 
amounts were put into other channels 
by admiring friends. The Trenton True 
American, a newspaper that was kept 
alive for the purpose of helping to stim- 
ulate the campaign, had liabilities of 
$221,000 when it was sold at auction. 


Mrs. Wilson Played Trump Card. 


Mrs. Ellen Axson Wilson played the 
biggest card in the preliminary skir- 
mishes for advantage in the presidentia! 
scoring up. She was a delightful whole- 
some, old-fashioned wife and mother, 
who had been on the firing line with 
Wilson through the days of his early 
struggles. Every sacrifice was made 
by her to push him forward in his pro- 
fession as an educator. She remained 
at home and reared the youngsters 
while he went to Scotland or Bermuda 
on vacation trips. Her whole thought 
was of his career. There were times 
when she proved to be very much of a 
balance wheel dnd helped him safely 
over treacherous spots. - 

Mrs. Wilson had some misgivings 
about her husband’s going into politics. 
One day she said to Gen. Sadler and me: 
“This is all very glorious, but somehow 
I feel it is the end of-our happy home 


‘ days. I am afraid that kind of joy is 
largely over for us.’

ly came to the State capitol in Trenton 
after the inauguration, but .she was 
much interested in her husband’s

- It was Mrs. ilson who -— brought 
about the first meeting between her 
husband and: Bryan. While the letter 
that Wilson had written to Adrian Jo- 
line expressing the hope that Bryan 
might be “knocked into a cocked hat’ 
had not yet been made public, it was 
well known that Wilson had been vig- 


orously opposed to era had failed to 
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Wilson-notified of his nomination at Sea Girt. 


Wilson was in Georgia on a political 
speech-making trip. Rev. Charles R. 
Erdman, of the Theological seminary, 
now moderator of the general assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church, was bring- 
ing Bryan to Princeton Sunday after- 
noon, March 21, 1911, for his first ap- 
pearance in that place. Princeton was 
the only university town of importance 
where the commoner’s voice had not 
been heard. Mrs. Wilson found it was 
possible for her husband to return from 
his Georgia trip in time to be there on 
that date. She telegraphed urging him 
to speed to Princeton. The Erdmans 
arranged to have Bryan take dinner 
with the Wilsons. Thomas H. Birch, 
later Minister to Portugal and a sturdy 
friend of Bryan’s since 1896, also was 
invited to the dinner. 

The dinner was held at the Princeton 
Inn and proved pleasant enough. Bryan 
was cautious and noncommittal. Birch 
invited Wilson and Bryan to Burlington 
for a Démocratic rally on April 5, 1911. 
At the Burlington meeting Wilson made 
a bold bid by publicly declaring that 
“Mr. Bryan has borne the heat and bur- 
den of along day. We have come in at 
a very much later time to reap the re- 
ward of the things that he has done.” 
This handsome tribute mightily pleased 
Bryan and was in marked contrast with 
the earlier utterances of Wilson. But 
while Bryan was much elated by the 
Wilson speech he was not by any means 
instantly won over. 


Brvan and House. 


During the summer of 1911 Col. Ed- 
ward M. House, of Texas, was enlisted 
in the Wilson cause. House had been 
attempting to make a presidential can- 
didate out of Mayor: Gaynor, of New 
York.

It 
required several months of the very 
best efforts of House, supplemented and 
accelerated by other close friends and 
supporters of Bryan, to effect anything 
like the desired result. 


Daniels Calms Bryan. 


The campaign proceeded smoothly 
until the sudden appearance in the 
newspapers on the eve of the Jackson 
day dinner at W ashington of Wilson’s 
letter to Adrian Joline, in which was 
expressed the hope that something 
might be done to “knock Mr. Bryan 
into a cocked hat once and for all.” 

Wilson and Bryan were scheduled to 
speak at the Jackson day dinner in 
Washington and the unexpected appear- 
ance of this letter, written five years 
earlier, produced a panic in the Wilson 
camp. 

Bryan was on his way north from 
Miami and was stopping en route for a 
visit with Josephus Daniels at Raleigh, 
N. C. Pence, in charge of Wilson pub- 
licity at Washington, undertook the job 
of telegraphing Daniels and getting him 
to straighten out the newest tangle with 
Bryan. When Bryan reached Washing- 
ton he wats in excellent spirits about 
the whole affair. At the dinner that 
night Wilson went out of his way to 
sing his praises again. 

Bryan was very much pleased. A 
few weeks later Bryan issued a public 
statement indorsing Wilson’s attitude in 
the Harvey controversy and branding 
as absurd the assertion of Harvey’s 
friends about Harvey’s having brought 


‘Wilson to the front. 


Soon after his election as governor, 
Wilson applied to the Carnegie Founda- 
tion, of which he had been ‘a trustee 
from the time it was established in 19065, 
for retirement allowance. Having de- 
cided to leave the teaching profession, 
he also tendered his resignation as a 
trustee. Matters of this kind are usually 
treated as confidential by the Carnegie 
Foundation. But accounts of the Wilson 
application were soon aired in the news- 
papers. 

A source of much greater anxiety 
was the. constantly recurring rumors 
that the board of trustees of Princeton 
university, now unfriendly, was consid- 
ering making a coniplete breast~<of all 
that had gone on under Wilson’s presi- 
dency at the institution. Eventually the 
tempest subsided and so far as I know 
the only reference to, the war on the’ 
Princeton clubs that was ever printed’ 
with anything like Wilson sanction was 
contained in the approved sketch of his’ 
life prepared for the 1912 presidential 
campaign. 


The South Against Wilson. 


Before Baltimore most of the entire 
South stood against Wilson. Virginia, 
his birthplace, and Georgia, where he 
had spent most of his boyhood days,. 
likewise the home State of Mrs. Wilson, 
were sore spots. Virginia lost a great 
chance by turning her back on a great 
Virginian. Wilson’s shift to the initia- 
tive and referendum was the chief thing 
that frightened the Virginians. ‘ 

Georgia was even more disappointing 
and refused to give Wilson a single vote.

-N the néw models an abundance of furs 
I is the keynote. Never in the history of 
fashions have furs been so popular. In 
addition to the always lovely natural 
furs, a great number of artificial effects are 
being evolved—far more than ever before. 
They are being dyed and shaved and even 
peroxided. Rabbit (the white Chinese variety) 
has been made to perfectly imitate ermine, 
and the price of the squirrel soars as it is 
found to make either mink, sable or ermine. 

Fur trims almost every garment, the new 
eoats having fur collars, cuffs and often hems. 
So it follows that these less expensive furs 
have an important role this year. Many 
pockets of fur are being used on cloth coats, 
an effect that is rapidly gaining in popularity. 
Many tweed sports coats aré lined throughout 
with fur. Coats of one kind of fur are béing 
trimmed with another kind of fur. At Lan- 
vin’s an especially gorgeous creatton has just 
appeared of leopard skin with collar, cuffs 
and hem of skunk. Belts and sashes of fur 
are becoming popular, and they, along with 
little detachable collars of soft fur, tied with 
ribbon round the neck, add enormously to 
the appearance of cloth dresses and coat 
frocks. This idea is destined to enjoy con- 
siderable favor throyghout the winter season. 

Astrakhan is being used extensively in 
black and all shades of gray, and will remain 
popular as one of the new furs. - Practically 
no fur is absent from the latest collections. 
Pony skin is fashionable, and coats and skirts 
of it are being favored by Parisian women, 
either dyed to a rich golden color or left in 
the natural color. Moleskins, too, are popu- 
lar for trimming, and are dyed all colors. 
Especially is this being used as a trimming on 
caps. 

The use of so many artificial furs does 
not, however, indicate a poverty of real ones. 
On the contrary, the furs were never richer 
and more costly. The fox furs are probably 
the most dazzlingly beautiful of all, and the 
most popular. They are sold for the most 
part in pairs and are red, silver or a dark 
crogsed breed which comes from Russia. 

A new fur which is also being introduced 
favorably is called pahmes. It is very lovely 
and durable, and is in reality the Japanese 
stone marten.

Paris, Oct. 14. 

America stands before the world as the 
chief representative of the spirit of our day— 
the spirit of speed and efficiency. The 
new silhouette is fashion’s response to 
that spirit. It is fashion’s contribution to the 
art moderne. I hail it as the period style of 
our times. And because Americans are s0 
thoroughly imbued with the spirit it mirrors, 
I believe they will join me in my salute to 

‘ the gown of logic, intelligently created and 
intelligently worn. 

Many times since my return from the 
United States—now nearly a year ago—lI 
have been asked how that visit of mine has 
influenced me as a designer of dress models 
which, some have been good enough to say, 
have a certain importance in the course of 
fashion and therefore have something to do 
with the present appearance of civilized hu- 
manity. 

My reply invariably is, “That depends.’’ 

It depends on what my questioner means. 
-If he means: Do you create styles especially 
for American women?—my answer is one 
thing: Why should I create such styles? 
This question is based upon a misapprehen- 
sion of what style really is. Style,—dress 
style—happens to be a thing that is created 
in Paris, but style nevertheless is universal. 
All civilized women wear styles today that 
are essentially the same. 


Special Styles for Americans Ridiculous. 


Therefore, to create a special s®le 
for Americans would be ridiculous. It would 
be expecting American women to wear a sort 
of national costume, as women do in the 
Orient or in the rural parts of Europe. 

Communication has brought about this 
leveling of the world's taste in dress—com- 
munications of all sorts: publications, the 
cable and radio, the movies, steamships that 

the ocean in six days, airplanes that 
bring Paris and Warsaw within a breakfast- 
dinher interval. The world, measured by its 
means of communications, has betome a 
small place indeed. When it comes te my 
own metier, women’s fashions, New York 
and re know quicker today what Paris 
2 ragga than Lyons and Marseilles used to

But it has not always been that way, and 
in no other line of human endeavor has one 
been able to observe the drawing in of the 
earth's boundaries better than in the creation 
of fashion. The quickening of interest in 
fashion,- indeed, and the unification of taste 
has been largely developments that have oc- 
curred since the war. Before the war one 
could scarcely say that even American taste 
in women’s dress quite coincided with French 
taste. I do not mean that America then de- 
manded a special style of its own but it did 
have its own ideas about colors and the 
special uses of embroideries and other decor- 
ations. 

The truth is that before the war special 
things were actually made in Paris for Amer- 
ican women. I am still a young man, but 
when I first started in business the Paris

dressmaking houses used to bring out two 
collections of dresses each season, one for 
Americans and one for French and other con- 
tinentals. And perhaps it will surprise Amer- 
icans now to learn that the pre-war American 
taste in dress demanded models somewhat 
more extreme and daring than French women 
approved. 


American and French Taste Identical. 


But those times are gone, and gone forever. 
American and French taste in dress is now 
identical. I can say this as an authority, be- 
cause hundreds gf French women and hun- 
dreds of American women get their dresses 
in my establishment. I can see no 
difference between them at all in what they 
choose to wear, any more than I can detect 
any difference in their physical figures, al- 
though it is widely’ said and believed that 
French and American women belong to two 
different types. 

But that is one of those superstitions that 
gain currency in the world and are so hard to 
down when they get started. I defy any un- 
biased observer to walk down the Rue de la 
Paix or the Avenue du Bois de Boulogne and 
pick out the nationalities of the women he 
sees there by their physical types or the way 
they wear their clothes—confining his obser- 
vations, however, to women of chic—I am 
sure, at any rate, that he can not tell Ameri- 
cans and French apart, and I doubt if he can 
tell many of the others. I had been brought 
up to think that Paris carried a sort of special 
cachet in the way its women dressed; but 
when on my American visit I walked on Fifth 
avenue in New York, or Michigan boulevard 
in Chicago, or Connecticut avenue in Wash- 
ington, I could see no difference at all be- 
tween the smart women there and the smart

Therefore the interviewer who asks me if 
my American visit causes me to make Amer- 
ican styles, always irritates me. He has com- 
pletely missed the significance of modern 
style. Style has no nationality today. It is 
called Paris style, simply because Paris 
happens to contain the peculiar and curious 
talent than can translate into artistic 
design the unspoken aspirations of the earth. 
Style has become universal. 

But there is another sense in which Amer- 
ica does influence style today and influences 
it tremendously. It influences me and every 
other dress designer whose pronouncements 
cut any figure in the progress of fashions. It 
would influence me if I had never seen Amer- 
ica and yet 100 trips to America would 
not make its influence upon me any greater 
than it is. And strangely enough no inter- 
viewer has ever asked me about this influence. 
They all seem to think that a country’s 
influence must express itself in some seasonal 
arrangement of trimmings or choice of colors. 

L‘venture this statement: Style today is 
essentially a response to an idea or ideal of 
which America is the supreme exemplar. 


Spiritual Value in Dress, 


What do I mean? Well, it is no simple 
thing to explain. We have to get away from 
velvets and crepes de chine and from walst- 
lines and the particular length of skirts and 
such things and look at the metaphysics of 
dress. We are confronting something spiritual. 


It was the thing I had in mind when I in- 
troduced my kinetic design of dresses. At the 
time I believed that style had fallen badly cut 
of step with the spirit of existence. It had 
become static, ankylosed. I assailed it with 
the kinetic principle, the most vital element 
in my philosophy of dress creation. Style 
that took no account of the rhythm and move- 
ment of its day was false style, stupid and 
meaningless. 

The result of that assault is well known 
now. Movement—the xinetic principle—-has 
become firmly established in creative fash- 
ion. All dress design now takes motion into 
account; and as long as it does, fashion will 
continue to represent contemporary life grace- 
fully and will not again fall into artificial 
cliches until life itself once more freezes into 
unnatural conventions. 


Fashions in Tune With the Age. 


Again last winter I sought to emphasize 
this same point with my discussion of the 
absolute in style. In other words, if we de- 
signed fashion kinetically and thus created 
style in tune with the spirit of the age, it 
was possible to visualize a theoretical goal 
in dress—-dress perfectly en rapport with the 
wearer's inner personality and her outer en- 
vironment. And that outer environment, as 
I regard it, is spiritual. 

Fashion, I believe, is now moving steadily 
toward that goal. We are now creating and 
wearing the most intelligent dress fashion the 
world has known since the days of the Greeks. 
The dress of Greek women represented the 
spirit of Greece, just as the dress we are 
evolving now more and more perfectly repre- 
sents the spirit of the twentieth century. 

And what is this spirit? The first answer 
that occurs to one is, perhaps speed. Speed 
and more speed is perhaps the chief demand 
of the world today. But speed involves much 
else. It implies machinery — chrome-vana- 
dium steel polished shafts, engines built like 
watches, the whole application of science to 
metals and other materials. And behind that 
is organization—-the human machinery that 
enables a single guiding head to contro! vast 
enterprises, In short, business. ° 


Business the World's Keynote. 


Business is the keynote of the world today. 
It is the fleld that attracts the hardiest and 
most venturesome souls. The world has al- 
ways had to have some heroic outlet for the 
energies of its supermen. In one age they 
were warriors by profession. In another they 
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‘suddenly the answer came to

In a third they roamed as 
knights in search of adventure. In a fourth 
they were explorers and corsairs. But now 
they find their tournament-lists, tHeir terra- 
incognita, their battle fields, and their ro- 
mance, in business. It is the business age 

And it is essentially to business that wom- 
en’s fashions are now responding. The real 
influences upon style today are not the whims 
and fancies of a handful of Parisian design- 
ers, but something deeper than that—some- 
thing that creates the atmosphere in Paris, 
to which those designers react in their cre- 
ative efforts. Speed and spinning steel and 
business efficiency are the things now swaying 
fashion. Fashion has become kinetic. It is 
reflecting contemporary life.

America Symbol of the Century. 


It is in this sense, therefore, that I mean 
that America exerts an influence upon me as 
a fashion designer. America stands today as 
almost the symbol of the twentieth century 
spirit. The conquest of modern business over 
material things has reached its supreme 
heights in America. America, of course, has 
no monopoly of the modern'spirit—-that spirit 
exists everywhere—but America nevertheless 
is more thoroughly saturated with it than any 
other nation. 


When’ I first reached New York last year 
I wondered why it was that I felt so instantly 
and completely at home. I had never seen 
New York before, and yet there were tinies 
when I had to remind myself that I was nota 
native but a visiting foreigner. And then 
me. It was 
American business—mMmodern business on a 
big rushing scale—-that made New York seem 
familiar to me. For the younger generation 
in Paris is transacting business in that way, 
too. We also have our short cuts, our sclen- 
tific efficiency in management, our sp&ed-up 
devices of all sorts. In fact, business is pbe- 
coming a universal tongue—a game played in 
about the same swift way everywhere—and so 
when I was plunged into New York business 
I seemed to feel at home. 

Now it is rather the fashion among artists 
to discount and befittle it, as something 1n- 
ferior to the purely creative occupations. I 
am not one who shares that opinion. Busi- 
ness itself is creative in my estimation. It is 
essentially an artistic thing. The man who 
builds up a smoothly working organization is 
just as much of a creator as the man who 
paints a picture or writes a novel. Moreover, 
it is in business that man is finding his chief 
The success of some well- 
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Coat of light velvet, trimmed with fox. 
dress is of mousseline, embroidered 
golden skin. 
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Planned business campaign brings its or- 
ganizer as much satisfaction as the success of 
a military action did in the days when the 
world was largely made up of warring dukes 
and barons. We laugh at people nowadays 
who fight duels with rapiers or pistols, be- 
cause we know that duels in business are ever 
so much riskier and more exciting. They are 
the real thing. 


Art Must Refiect the Time. 


Art may adopt a superior attitude toward 
business but when it does so it is short-sighted, 
for the reason that all art at present, whether 
or not it is aware of it. is under the influence 
of business, Art, if it amounts to anything 
is bound to reflect the spirit of its own age; 
and the spirit of our age, as I have said, is 
speed and machinery, applied science and 
business. And so art itself, no matter what 
some of its practitioners say about it, is be- 
coming “strictly business.’’ 

What field of art is there today in which 
this trend—this drift away from the senti- 
mental and toward the intellectual and prac- 
tical—is not uppermost. Sheer virtuosity— 
and by that I mean the play of sentiment in 
the hands of an artist—has fall into pad 
repute. Take fiction, for example. The rea- 
listic novel is now the only sort that is held

to be significant of our times. The sentimen- 
tal romance now appeals only to the ignorant 
and vulgar. 


Breaking Away From Conventional. 


Poetry we have * * * free verse; we 
have a breaking away from the conventional 
rules and a substitution of rational forms; 
and as for poetic themes, the modern poet is 
discovering in even squalid truth beauty that 
was unsuspected there—beauty, in fact, which 
the man of modern spirit is beginning to pre- 
fer to the’tinkling melodies of last century’s 
lyricists, 

And so we can go all through the arts and 
find this same trend toward the practical and 
the matter-of-fact. In music the ideal of 
Strawinsky’s syncopations or the _ swift 
mechanics of the American composer Anthe!l

is supplanting that of Liszt and Chopin. The 
modern ear is demanding in music a precise 
appeal to the intellect rather than the old- 
fashioned pandering to the senses. Form is 
becoming more important than melody. And 
in painting the disparity between the new and 
the outdated is even greater. The amusing 


first efforts of the cubists were really the 
outbreak of a revolution against sentiment 
and virtuosity in painting. Out of that 
rebellion have come such genuine master 
artikts as Derain, who’can take a number of 
humble objects and put them into a still-life 
arrangement that delights the cultured eye 
by the sheer intelligence shown in its balance 
and proportion. 


Logic and Realism Now Rule. 


In short, art has now discovered the beauty 
of cold, pure logic and in this discovery it 
is merely responding to the spirit of our 
times—-the spirit of speed and machinery and 
business, the spirit that American exemplifies. 
And fashion is bound to keep pace with this 
movement, for fashion-creation never strays 
far from the other arts. Logic and realism 
now rule all. In fashion we are evolving a 
dress which is as significant and typical of 
our machinery-business age as are modern 
fiction, poetry, painting, and musical com- 
position. 

In fact, the dress-designer’s technique 
today can be likened to a ship. Kinetic is 
the breeze that fills the sail, that impels the 
vessel in the general direction of the goal. 
Taste is the mainsheet that trims the sail to 
the breeze. But the breeze can be fair and 
the sail tautly set, and still the ship will 
pursue an erratic course without another aid 
—the tiller. The tiller is logic. 


Creating ‘‘Problem Dresses.” 


It is to emphasize the part logic is playing 
in fashion that I have begun to call the 
models I am now creating my ‘Problem 
Dresses.”” ‘‘Problem” is a word from mathe- 
matics. Chosen to indicate the connection 
between present-day style and modern 
science. But let me illustrate what I mean. 

Any ordinary seamstress can take a 
square of black satin and make some sort ofa 
garment out of it. The dress designer of 
talent takes the same square and without a 
scrap or other adornment but using only his 
technique, produces a distinguished creation 
from it. He does this, of course, by skill in 
cutting. It is this sort of cutting which gives 
the grande couture of Paris its unrivaled 
class. 

But skill with the shears alone will not 
produce dress masterpieces., That skill must 
be guided. It must aim at some goal, if its 
chef-d’oeuvres are not to be merely occa- 
sional accidents. It is control af cutting- 
technique, with the desired goal always in 
sight, that constitutes the logic in modern 
dress-design. 


Fashion That Represents Life. 


Thus every dress that I now create repre- 
sents the solution of a problem. Its evolu- 
tion is an exercise in the mathematics of art. 
As a design it is a piece of a-posteriori rea- 
soning, i. e., the ratiocination of the scientist 
—from effect back to cause. Like a propo- 
sition in geometry, in each instance the an- 
swer is stated first, and afterward it is neces- 
sary to prove the answer. In other words, in 
the creation of a new model I see the desired 
result in advance and then solve the problem 
in materials by cut. 

Pure logic sits in control of every detail 
of this process, casting a glance of austere 
inquiry at any vagary of irresponsible fancy 
that can not fit into the logical scheme. The 
result is the modern dress-kinetic as ever, as 
it must be to represent life, but utterly log- 
ical. And logic in design does not mean se- 
verity, but only consistency. There is great 
beauty in logic alone. Savants have never 
been able to agree among themselves whether 
logic is a science or an art. 

But logic does dispense with every jarring 
note in a dress-design solution. It discour- 
ages flowery and ornate styles—‘garrulous” 
styles. It discourages the superfluous line, 
button, jeweled inset, or any unheeded fea- 
ture, Adornments merely accent the logic of 
the design. They are auxiliary to cut. The 
essential dress stands on its own merits. 

And that is the sense in which I mean that 
America exerts tnSuence upon style today.

NO CRIME WAVE HERE, 
CLARENCE DARROW SAYS_ 


There is no crime wave in America, says 
Clarence Darrow, flatly contradicting  sta- 
tistics compiled. by such an eminent authority 
as the Chicago crime commission. 

On the whole, the famous criminal lawyer 
declares, crime remains fairly stationary, with 
variations up and down now and then due to 
all sorts of reasons. 

“‘Probably,’’ he writes in the October, Har- 
per’s Mugazine, ‘‘there is a tendency down- 
ward, especially if allowance, is made for the 
new crimes that are constantly being created 
by statute and which add materially to. the 
tables of law violation.” [Sys Sy, 

In his article, Mr. Darrowp-analyzes the 
crime statistics compiled by the Chicago crime 
commission with the following conclusions: 

“Imperfect as all our statistics are con- 


‘fessed to be, it is doubtless true that the dan- 


‘ 


gerous age for boys in reference to crime is 
constantly growing younger. It is safe to 
say that almost all crimes are committed by 
boys in their early teens or by those who 
began in effect a criminal career at that age. 
Saving criminals is, in the last analysis, only 
saving children; and saying children means 
not only saving criminals but their victims, 


too. . Most of the criminals come from the 
cities and most of them were born dnd reared 
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in the poor and,crowded districts where they 
had little chance to develop into anything but 
A little knowledge of biology, psy- 
d life makes this plain to under- 
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him that he may get things one way, but not 
another. His training must be developed into 
habits. The life of a child is a conflict be- 
tween primal emotions and social restrictions, 
and he must be fortified, not alone by teach- 
ing, but by habits, if he is to live by the rules 
that society lays down. Intelligent teachers 
and wise parents know what this means. It 
is only rarely that a boy carefully trained 
and fitted for Jife is sent to jail. * * * 

“The schools could as well teach manual 
trades as books, and a large part of those who 
can not succeed with books could do weli in 
working with their hands.

One of the greatest tributes ever paid to 
the Rt. Horm. and Rt. Rev. Arthur Foley 
Winnineton Ingram, Lord Bishop of Lon- 
don, the ‘King’s First Bishop,”’ a peer of the 
realm. head of the diocese of London, the 


lergest in the worfld, with more than 600 
parishes administering to more than six mil- 
lions of people. was that “he is not a man of 
this world, he is a man of God.” 

Special interest attaches to the personality 
of Bishop Ingram just now, because he will 
visit Washington next Thursday and Friday 
io place a brick from old Jamestown church, 
Virginia, in the walls of the National Cathed- 
ral of St. Peter and St. Paul on Mount St. 
\lban, thus attesting through the presence 
of this historic relic in the fabric of the 
Washington cathedral to the continuity of 
‘he Anglican Church in America, and to ad- 
dress a mass meeting’ of college men and 
women. from this city and vicinity, to he 
held under the auspices of George Wash- 
ington university on Friday. 

Bishop Ingram comes to America, this 
‘ime, charged with a mission to preach to 
the young of this country. Under the terms 
if a special legacy to the religious education 
lepartment of the. national council of the 
piscopal Church, he has made a tour of this 
‘ountry addressing thousands of college stu- 
dents and awakening enthusiasm for Chris- 
tian truths among them. The remarkable 
nersonality of this prelate so vivid, so alive 
‘Oo modern movements, a sportsman and ath- 
lete and so conversant with human nature 
has won the student group to his banner. 
Bishop Ingram has been called the ‘*Theo- 
lore Roosevelt of the Anglican Church’ be- 
ause of his many sided genius and gift of 
nderstanding of ‘‘all kinds and conditions 
" men.” 

Not only is the lord bishop popular in 

surt circles in Belgravia and Mayfair but 
ye people of the East End of London af- 
ectionately call him ‘‘Our Bishop,” while a

England’s great men once said that Ingram 
was the only man he ever knew who could 
talk about the grace of God in mixed com- 
pany without making his auditors feel ill 
xt ease, 

That he has an abiding sense of humor is 
an endearing characteristic. It was this 
gift that won for him in boyhood days the 
nickname of ‘“‘Chuckles,’” and his sunny 
smile and his proneness to bubble over with 
good humor has persisted throughout his 
career. One of the stories he loves to tell 
of his former American visit in 1907 is an 
incident that took place in the White House 
while he was a guest there of President and 
Mrs, Roosevelt. 

The lord bishop, as is true of other Angli- 
can bishops, always wears the shortclothes, 
Episcopal black silk apron and gaiters of his 
rank. He was strolling in one of the private 
corridors of the White House, examining pic- 
tures, when a policeman, then the guard at 
the executive mansion, came up to him and 
said: “This is private, tourists are not allow- 
ed in here.’’ 

The lord bishop looked at him mildly and 
explained: “I am the Bishop of London, a 
guest of the President.”’ 

“In those clothes!’’ exclaimed the Wash- 
ington policeman, ‘‘heat it out of here——.”’ 
A White House official rescued the lord 
bishop at that moment. It is safe to venture 
that President Roosevelt and his guest had 
a great laugh over the affair a little later. 

The appointment of the suffragan bishop 
of Stepney as Lord Bishop of London met the 
approval of the man in the street. ‘“’E ’ave 
done a lot of good, 'e ’ave,’’ was the comment 
of one Cockney cabby when he heard the 
news: “And now ’e’s Bishop of London! ’F's 
a right un, is our bishop. I'll write to the 
blokey and tell ’im ’ow glad I am.’’

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Researches by the bureau of standards 
have disclosed that a treated and concentrated 
extract made from the waste liquors in the 
manufacture of paper pulp can satisfactorily 
be used for tanning hides, particularly when 
blended with the ordinary vegetable tanning 
material. Inasmuch as this waste can be ob- 
tained for nothing, the only expense. being 
freightage to the point of use, the cost of tan-

family and pastor:-of England’s greatest and 
wealthiest families, the bishop used the op- 
portunities the position gave him to interest 
the rich in the’ condition of the poor. In 
the drawing room as well as the pulpit he 
promulgated his belief that the segregation 
of one class from another is at the root of 
ull social evils, and that personal contact 
With the lapsed masses is the only method 
that can succeed. His enthusiasm for hu- 
manity is great and he realized that man’s 
body must be'’ministered to as well as his soul. 
These ideas he continually impressed upon 
the fashionable world of London. 

As Lord Bishop of London, Dr. Ingram 
has held that his first duty is to attempt to 
reduce the total of human unhappiness, and 
wherever squalor is the greatest or misery 
the deepest he is always to be found. He is 
a familiar figure on London streets and often 
stops his motor, which has succeeded the 
bicycle he rode for so many years, at the 
sight of a familiar face, when men, women 
and children gather about him to listen to an 
impromptu talk. He is adept at concealing 
a moral in an anecdote or a joke. 

Bishop Ingram was only 43 when he was 
elevated to the bishopric of London by sheer 
force of personality, because he is not a great 
scholar or even a great preacher or adminis- 
trator over the heads of his seniors to an 
ecclesiastical position next after those of the 
archbishops of Canterbury and York; to 
secular rank where he took precedence of a 
baron and to a seat in the house of lords 
in succession to a long line of distinguished 
churchmen. The yearly income from his 
bishopric is ten thousand pounds, but most 


_of this goes out in stipends and salaries and 


grants to his assistants. He himself con- 
tinues to live with the utmost frugality. 
Doctrinal questions have been the least of his 
worries as Bishop of London. He believes in 
“sociological ecclesiasticism,”’ it is said, and 
the amalgamation of the high, low and broad 
schools in the Chureh of England in the in- 
terests of Christian life and work. 

The™“bord Bishop has never married, for it 
is said that he believes that his entire life 
and energies belong to his beloved people. 

During the world war the Lord Bishop fol- 
lowed:his boys to the front and frequently 
preached in the front line to vast congrega- 
tions of soldiers.’

Oil Graft Robbing Motorists 


‘Bootleg oil’’ is the name of a new and 
gigantic scandal that is costing American 
automobile owners close to a billion dollars a 
year. 

It means that at least once oyt of every five 
times that you purchase motor oil at a road- 
side filling station you will not get the kind of 
oil you ask for. Possibly you may get an- 
other ofl just as good, but the chances are 
that the stuff poured into your crank caso 
will be a low-grade substitute, or adulterated 
oil, or even used oil from some other motor- 
ist’s’ crank case that endangers the life of 
vour car. 

This is not merely a guess, nor an opinion, 
writes Myron M. Stearns in Popular Science 
Monthly for November. It is a proved fact, 
established by recent authoritative investiga- 
tions conducted in various parts of the coun- 
try-—investigations which have brought 
startling revelations of a nation-wide graft in 
lubricating oil. ? 

In some places it has been found that the 
chances of getting a substitute or inferior oil 


‘in place of the real stuff_you ask for are three 
According to the in- 
vestigators, it is putting it mildly to say 


or even four out of five. 


that 25 per cent of all the automobile oil sold 


‘to you and other motorists in this country 


is fraudulently inferior. 

To such alarming proportions has this il- 
licit traffic grown that two States, New York 
and California, recently have passed laws 
making it a criminal offense for any dealer to 
fill an order for lubricating oil for an internal 
combustion engine with a substitute or spuri- 
ous article. Similar laws will be placed be- 
fore the legislatures of 42 States for action 
early next year. 

Not long ago the American Fair Trade 
league, a noncommercial . organization of 

usiness men from all parts of the country, 
sponsored a trip of investigation through 
the New York metropolitan district and the 
purchase of samples of oil from 42 filling 
stations. In each case the investigator asked 
for a certain well-known brand. The samples 
then were taken to the laboratory of Henry 
James Masson, assistant, professor of chemi- 


cal engineering at New York university, and 


there thoroughly analyzed. 
The resuits were sturtling. Of the 42 sam- 


ples collected only 9 were found to be the 


ea e" o's 


genuine article. The rest were substitutes 


or mixtures. In other words, only 21 per 
cent came up to the specifications of the oil 
asked for; 79 per cent were frauds. Only 
one dealer out of five supplied the oil which 
had been ordered. Four out of five sold 
substitutes. ° 

When the matter was called to the attea- 
tion of the New York legislators a representae 
tive of the bureau of weights and measures 
was sent to make a round of service stations 
at Albany, the capital city. Fifteen ealis 
were made at stations selected at random. In . 
seven cases the investigators were told that 
the stations did not carry the brand of oil 
requested. Two stations out of the fifteen 
sold the genuine oil called for. The remain- 
ing half dozen supplied stuff (for the price 
of the genuine article) which analysis proved 
to.be “‘bootleg.’’ Subsequent preliminary in- 
vestigations made in Philadelphia, Chicago 
and Detroit indicated that conditions in these « 
cities were as bad as at Albany. 

There extst cheap, low-grade oils, without 
the necessary body for safe lubrication, which 
the ‘“‘gyp’”’ dealers can buy for prices as low 
as 15 or 20 cents a gallon. By selling this 
stuff to you at 25 or 30 cents a quart under 
the guise of a standard brand these dealers 
‘make anywhere from 400 to’ 700 per cent 
progt. * ect re .

ica’s Capital to a load of tourists bent 
upon ‘‘doing’’ the seat of government in an 
hour’s trip about its broad avenues adorned 
with imposing buildings. 

Many times had Bill informed his eager- 
eared customers: ‘‘On the right, ladies and 
gentlemen, you see the bureau of printing and 
engraving, where millions of dollars are made 
every year. If a kid five years old went in 
there and counted money every day, he'd be 
an old man before he got through the pile 
of bills printed in a single year.”’

Broadly speaking, Bill was right. However, 
he was off on his statistics which actually 
are staggering to the imagination of sight- 
sears of Washington in particular and Ameri- 
can citizens in general. 

As a matter of fact, this bureau of printing 
and engraving has a present yearly output of 
more than $4,000,000,000 in ‘paper money, 
‘yrinted in 39 different denominations. 

The keenest and richest financier in the 

vountry can not extend his-imagination suf- 
ficiently to picture this production in piles of 
310 bills to say nothing of the greater bulk 
‘t'- would make in ones, twos or fives. 
: Mathematicians have compiled figures to 
‘prove that it would take an industrious and 
years to count 
$1,000,000, 000 in the form of $1 bills—and 
that person would have to work hard for 
eight hours a day during this long century. 

This billion in $1 bills placed end to end 
would circle the earth 40 times, or make a 
carpet 10 feet wide from New York to San 
Francisco. Yet this is only two-fifths of the 
amount of paper money stored in the vaults 
of the United States Treasury, and more than 
$,000,000 bank notes of varying denomina- 
tions are made daily by the skilled workers 
in the bureau of printing and engraving. 


This does not mean that the total of paper 
money in circulation is increased by the 
amount of this daily output, for paper money 
has a high “mortality” rate—that is, it wears 
out and has to be replaced by new bills. 
Twelve hundred tons of worn-out paper 
money is turned back to the Treasury every 
year to be ground into pulp and remade into 
crisp, clean currency. 

Bill, the megaphone man, did not know that 
the story of Uncle Sam’s great money-making 
plant begins in a mill in western Massa- 
chusetts where the secret process of putting 
little pieces of colored silk in the special 
paper is known to a very few experts. No 
other mill in the world can make this paper

and the process of making it is 
guarded with extreme vigilance. 

Huge quantities of this paper 
are shipped from the mill to the 
bureau of printing and engraving 
in the nation’s Capital. A careful 
check is made to see that not one 
of these sheets is lost in transit. 

The next step in the story of how $4,000,- 
000,000 is made in a year is found in the 
making of the metal plates from which the 
sheets of bills are printed. 

The world’s most skilled men at the dif- 
ficult art of engraving are employed by the 
Treasury Department. One past master in 
the art draws a yearly salary of $7,500. 
Some of the portraits he has made for United 
States currency are genuine works of art. 

Besides the intricate hand work done by 
the engravers on the plates from which the 
blils are printed, there is the amazingly fine 
work of a big diamond point lathe which 
etches lines so fine that even the best of pho- 
tographic lenses can not transfer them to a 
camera plate. This machine costs a small 
fortune. 

When the skill of the engraver and the 
work of this valuable machine.have com- 
pleted a metal. plate, dies are made from 
the original plate. It is from these. dies that 
the paper money is printed on the specially 
made paper. : 

These dies, or plates, are guarded with 
the same elaborate caution as the paper and 
are kept in a vault that is never allowed to 
remain unlocked except when the plates are 
being deposited or removed. Brilliant lights 
and reflectors flood the vault with light so 
that no one can possibly approach it from 
any side without being seen by the guards. 
Even the guards are checked in their every 
movement to doubly protect the plates that 
makers of counterfeit money would give al- 
most anything to possess. 

Many copies of the original plate, which 
the engravers made by hand and on the 
diamond-point lathe, are firmly fastened in a 
frame and locked on to the press. 

The press is started and the printed bills 
come out in sheets, which are put through 
many processes before the bills are circu-

Every year some 125,000 visitors -go 
through the great plant and are amazed to 
see the apparent freedom permitted the em- 
ployes in handling millions of dollars in goo. 
United States money. Huge bundles of bilis 
pass from hand to hand like so many collars 
in a laundry, and it looks like an easy thing 
for an employe to slip a package of bills into 
his pocket and leave the building, ‘‘fixed’’ for 
life. 

It is possible for a worker to put a bundle 
of bills somewhere on his‘person, but it is 
quite another problem for him to get away 
without being caught in his theft. Attempts 
have been made, it is, true, but in almost 
every case the person has been caught and 
put behind prison bars, and the stolen money 
recovered. 

In 25 years only one woman has tried to 
take money from the place where $4,000,- 
000,000 is made in a year, according to an 
Official of the bureau. The theft was known 
within a few hours and the money was re- 
covered the next day. 

Up to the time of the world war only three 
attempts at theft were made, in the memory 
of an official who has been with the Treasury 
Department for many years. 

The men who engage the men and women 
who work on the money are keen judges of 
human nature. They seldom make the error 
of engaging any one who has the least 
tendency to take what does not belong to 
him. 

But eternal vigilance is kept on the em- 
ployes of every department every minute of 
the day, even though this watchfulness is not 
apparent to the casual visitor to the estab- 
lishment. The system has been. developed 


through long years and makes stealing all 


but impossible. g 


One of the fundamental rules of the sys- 
tem is the protection of a person from him- 
self. Responsibility is put in groups rather 
than in individual workers, for no person in 
the bureau is permitted to do important 
work alone. , 


The counting and sorting is checked as it. 


Should 
anything be lost in the movement of the

By this scheme all the workers in a group 
are careful to see that no one in the group

for it means that counterfeiters can more 
easily deceive the public with forms that 
are not in general circulation. The banker 
knows these denominations, but the average 
citizen rarely gets his eye on certain of the 
issues. 

The Department recognizes the 
danger and the needlessness of so many types 
of paper money and an official movement 
is in progress to reduce the 39 forms to 
11 necessary forms,,with which the average 
citizen might easily become familiar. 

Under this plan the United States would 
have only one design for the $10 bill, instead 
of five designs as at present. The proposed 
plan would also save the government a great 
deal of money in engraving and printing and 
greatly increase the efficiency of the Bureau 
of Printing and Engraving. 

If this reform is put into effect, the gov- 
ernment will print one design each for bills 
in the following denominations: $1, $2, $5, 
$10, $50, $100, $500, $1,000, $5,000 and 
$10,000. 

The -$1 bill would bear the likeness of 
Washington; the $5 bill, Abraham Lincoln; 
the-$10 bill, Theodore Roosevelt, and the 
$20 bill, Thomas Jefferson. 

Although paper money does not stay long 
in the possession of the average American, 
few people realize that bills, particularly the 
$1 bill, do not live long in a country where 
money changes hands so quickly and go often. 
About a year ago the average life of the $1 
bill was seven.months. Then it came back 
to the Treasury, had to be ground up and 
made new again. 


Treasury 


Scientists have given the matter of money’s 
wearing qualities careful study and experi- 
ment. Today they have increased the life of 
the $1 bill to nine months. Further experi- 
ments may. make paper currency last even 
longer than this. 

Sample sheets of money were subjected to 
a series of tests that duplicated as nearly 
as possible the wear that would come to bills 
in actual circulation, 

Apparatus pulled on the bills until they 
snapped in halves; rubbed them until they 
wore through; folded them until the creases 
broke the seemingly firm texture of the spe- 
cially made paper, 

New types of paper were tested in the hope 
of finding a substance more durable than 
the high quality paper that goes into money 
making today. 


The automobile is held largely responsible 
for the high mortality rate of bills of small 
denomination, such as the $1 bill, the $2 
and the $5. Oil, grease and dirt make money 
wear out quickly and a bill that has passed 
through the hands of many garage men and 
filling station employes soon comes back to 
Washington to be destroyed and reborn to 
usefulness.

If some malicious magician had the power 
suddenly to abolish light, this would be an 
astonishing world. You would probably think 
you were stricken blind, for there would not 
even be a grayness, not even deeper shadows 
in the total blackness, as you groped about. 

But that would not be all. Your automo- 
bile would not run, even if you were willing 
to chance running it blindly. The gasoline 
would not explode in the cylinders; for it is 
probable, scientists now believe, that certain. 
light rays set free inside the cylinder, and act- 
ing on the gases from the gasoline, are essen- 
tial to the proper operation of the engine. 

Within a few minutes the earth would be- 
gin to grow cold. Before a week everything 
on earth would be frozen solid. Not even 
radio could serve to inform the public about 
the catastrophe. Radio itself is simply a form 
of light. 

The last fact, writes’E. E. Free in Popular 
Science Monthly for November, was suspecied 
by Heinrich Hertz, the German inventor who 
discovered radio waves nearly fifty years ago. 
The best proof of the identity of radio waves 
and light was not, obtained, however, until 
about three years ago The late Dr. Ernest 
Fox Nichols of Cleveland, Ohio, and his asso- 
ciate, Dr. J. D. Tear, then succeeded in meas- 
uring radio waves on a light-méasuring appar- 
atus and also in detecting light waves on a 
radio SPPAr AES, thus proving the two to be 
the same.

These visible light waves are so short that 
it takes thirty or forty thousand of them to 
make one inch. In between them:and the 
shortest of the radio waves lie the waves of 
heat and the so-called “black light,” or in- 
visible light.. Some years ago Gen. Gus- 
tav Ferrie, the disting guished scientist who 
heads the radio service of the Freneh govern- 
ment, discoyered that a beam of invisible light 
could be sent across trom one ship or ghore 
Station to another. Over this invisible beam 
dot and dash signals can be gent, as they are 
sent over the visible beam of an ordinary 
searchlight. The enemy can not read the sig- 
nals. They can not even see the message- 
carrying beam 

In progucins this new marvel of science, 
Ferrie was guided by the knowiedge that light 
can be invisible.

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Dil Graft Robbing Motorists 


‘‘Bootleg oil’’ is the name of a new and 
gigantic scandal that is costing American 
automobile owners close to a billion dollars a 
year. 

It means that at least once out of every five 
times that you purchase motor oil at a road- 
side filling station you will not get the kind of 
oil you ask for. Possibly you may get an- 
other oil just as good, but the chances are 
that the stuff poured into your crank caso 
will be a low-grade substitute, or adulterated 
oil, or even used oil from some other motor- 
ist’s’ crank case that endangers the life of 
your car. 

This is not merely a guess, nor an opinion, 
writes Myron M. Stearns in Popular Science 
Monthly for November. It is a proved fact, 
established by recent authoritative investiga- 
tions conducted in various parts of the coun- 
try-——investigations which have brought 
startling revelations of a nation-wide graft in 
lubricating oil. 

In some places it has been found that the 
chances of getting a substitute or inferior oil

that 25 per cent of all the automobile oil sold 
to you and other motorists in this country 
is fraudulently inferior. 

To such alarming proportions bad this il- 
licit traffic grown that two States, New York 
and California, recently have passed laws 
making it a criminal offense for any dealer to 
fill an order for lubricating oil for an internal 
combustion engine with a substitute or spuri- 
ous article. Similar laws will be placed be- 
fore the legislatures of 42 States for action

There was much uneasiness as to 
what Bryan might do. It was but natu- 
rai that he should hunger for the nomi- 
nation himself. Three times he had 
been defeated, and now there appeared 
to be a certainty that the Republican 
warfare would. hand the White House 
over to the Democrats. 


Fear of Bryan, Wilson’s Hope. 


Being human, Bryan, who had, 
through affection and fear, dominated 
the party for a longer period than any 
other man in all its history, undoubtedly 
ta the lightning might again strike 

im. 

The White House was his long 
cherished goal. Since 1876 he had been 
attending Democratic national conven- 
tions. His nomination for the Presi- 
dency at Chicago in 1896 was in pursu- 
ance of a well organized plan. The in- 
tervening years had seen- him grow in 
fame and material things. It is one of 
the pleasant political fictions that finan- 
cial rewards are few and that men 
serve, or aspire to serve, in places of 
great power at the sacrifice of their per- 
sonal fortunes. That seldom happens. 

Wilson was in the position where he 
must depend largely upon the play of 
passion and chance. The propaganda 
campaign that had been carried on, at 
such great cost, had been effective in 
stirring much unorganized sentiment 
for him throughout the country. Every 
angle, from the fight to democratize 
Princeton to the battles against the 
Jersey bosses and for the regeneration 
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of the State, had been spread before the 
country. By long odds Wilson had the 
best of the publicity of all the candi- 
dates. But Clark, with Hearst’s back- 
ing, had the majority of the delegates. 

When the convention assembled: 
Clark received 44014 votes and Wilson 
received 324 votes on the first ballot. 


‘This made a total of at least 20 votes 


more than had been counted on by Mc- 
Combs and other Wilson managers. 


Mrs. Wilson’s Second Trump. 


Just, before the convention opened 
Bryan, who was trying to defeat Alton 
B. Parker for temporary chairman of 
the assemblage, sent a wire to all the 
Democratic candidates asking them to 
oppose Parker’s selection. His tele- 
gram was sent simultaneously to Wil- 
gon, Clark, Judson Harmon, Thomas R. 
Marshall, Oscar Underwood. 7 

“T shall be pleased to join with you 
and your friends in opposing Parker’s 
selection by the full committee or by 
the committee,” the Bryan telegram 
concluded. Bryan had played one of his 
master political strokes. The test on 
this night would demonstrate whether 
or not the conservatives could unhorse 
Bryan. 

Some of the Wilson forces were badly 
frightened. Wilson was in the market 
for votes and a misstep might prove 
fatal. 

But both Tumulty and Mrs. Wilson 
were convinced that their real hope was 
Bryan and that the thing to do was to 
take a bold stand. Mrs. Wilson con- 
vinced him and he came to her view. 
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Discarding McCombs’ suggested reply, 
he wrote one of his own, addressed to 
Bryan, . beginning, “You are quite 
right.” Bryan, he pointed out, was en- 
titely within his rights in doing every- 
thing to bring about the big result for 
progress, and he ended with “no one 
will doubt where my sympathies lie.” 

This message, resulting largely from 
the firm stand taken by Mrs. Wilson and 
Tumulty, heartened the progressives 
and gave Wilson a place of leadership 
that helped materially in the days to 
come. Bryan, failing to get any one to 
run for temporary chairman against 
Parker, ran himself. He received 508 
votes. Parker won, receiving 579 votes. 
The Clark forces stood with Parker. All 
the Wilson votes went to Bryan. 

Bryan was in frequent telephonic 
communication with Wilson at Sea Girt, 
as was likewise McCombs, who was in 
direct command of the Wilson forces. 
When the fourteenth ballot was called 
Bryan, who had been voting for Clark 
under instructions he had received in 
Nebraska, found his chance to bolt. 
The excuse he gave was that as long as 
New York—which he described as 
Ryan’s agent—recorded its . vote for 
Clark he would not continue to vote for 
him. 

Clark’s managers realized that the 
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“folks back home” had been deeply 
aroused by the fight Bryan had made 
and that Clark had been given a bad 
wound. They hurriedly summoned Clark 
to Baltimore with the idea of having 
him go personally before the conven- 
tion and bolster up his wavering cause. 


Clark arrived in Baltimore, but later 
changed his plans and did not appear 
at the convention. 

Bryan had never taken kindly to the 
two-thirds rule. His switch from Clark 
after Clark had a clear majority of the 
convention convinced many old-time 
leaders that Bryan was endeavoring to 
force a deadlock ,that would insure his 
own nomination. 

Roger Sullivan, of Illinois, sent 
George Brennan to talk things over 
with Bryan. While Bryan professed 
not to be a candidate, he pointed out 
that if the convention should regard his 
nomination as necessary, the regular 
party leaders would find him easier to 
deal with than with Wilson. 

On the forty-sixth ballot Under- 
wood’s name was withdrawn, and there- 
upon the Clark delegates were released. 
Wilson received 990 votes, and the nom- 
ination was made unanimous. It was 
Bryan and Sullivan who did the trick at 
Baltimore.

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BEAUTY AND YOU 


ADVICE FOR THE 
PAINFULLY THIN.

It is delightful to be slim and to feel joy- 
ously light, but it is not beautiful to be down- 
right ‘‘skinny.’’ The painfully thin girl is 
not so far removed from beauty as her dls- 
gracefully fat sister, but she is by no means 
in ideal coudition. She should try her best 
to add the requisite amount of pounds needed 
for her petcht, and her aim should be to have 
a softly-rounded body—not fat, but with the 


too prominent bones well covered. 

The complaint of being too thin is one 
that reaches my ears far less often than that 
of being too stout. And vet the thin girl dis- 
tinctly needs help. She should pay particular 
attention to her diet, her rest and her exer- 
cise. 

A very thin person eats, as a general rule, 
either too little or too much, In either case 
the body does not assimilate sufficient nour- 
ishment. If you have been habitually under- 
weight, despite all the common-sens3 meas- 
ures that you know, it would be best to con- 
sult a physician. It may be that you have 
some organic trouble or some glandular defi- 
ciency. Or, if you are given to needless 
worrying 6r are under any severe mental 
strain, that handicap will have to be over- 
come before the usual remedies will be of 
any avail. 5 

While trying to bring your weight up to 
normal, it is vitally essential to lead a literally 
regular life. There should be regular hours 
for sleep, for meals and for exercise, 

In cases of true malnutrition, the milk diet 
frequently proves the most rapid solution of 
the problem. This, however, is a matter for 
a physician to decide. Such a diet must never 
be assumed haphazardly, but always on the 
advice and under the direction of a competent 
specialist. 

For gaining weight and strength, there are 
four kinds of food that must necessarily be 
included in the dietary. These are proteins, 
carbohydrates, fat, and mineral salts, The 
poteins should not be taken in excess, but a 
normal quantity is essential for growth. Milk, 
egg yolks, meat and various fruits and vegeta- 
bles furnish protein. Mineral salts are to be 
found in fruit, green vegetables and grains. 

Although the two classes of food just 
named should be taken in limited quantities, 
thin people should take all of the carbohy- 
drates and fats that the appetite demands. 
These are found in potatoes, corn, rice, cere- 
als, whole wheat bread and puddings; butter, 
cheese and vegetable oils. 

A quart of milk should be taken each day. 
One glass of milk may be drunk in the morn- 
ing and another in the evening; the rest 
should be distributed throughout the day, 
preferably not at meal times. 

Cod-liver oil builds flesh and energy and 
can always be taken with benefit. 

Plenty of water should be drunk, but as 
little as possible with meals. 

Here are some foods especially to be rec- 
ommended: Milk and cream, egg yolks, 
cheese, butter, mayonnaise, macaroni, pota- 
toes, corn, rice, whole wheat bread and cere-

uls, bananas, raw and stewed fruits. Rich pas 
tries and candy should be avoided for, al- 
though they may be fattening, they upset the 
digestion and cause constipation. Custards, 
puddings and ice cream, however, may and 
should be eaten. 

As a day’s typical diet the following might 
be suggested: 

On arising, a glass of hot water. 

Breakfast—-Stewed prunes with cream; a 
coddled egg; two pieces whole wheat buttered 
toast; a glass of milk. 

Luncheon—Cream of spinach soup; salad 
of lettuce, dates, cottage cheese and nut- 
meat; mayonnaise dressing thinned with 
fresh cream; whole wheat bread and butter 
sandwiches; a glass of milk with graham 
crackers. 

Dinner—Fruit cocktail; boiled chicken 
with rice; buttered beets; custard pudding. 

Before bedtime, a giass of milk. 

During the day, about six or seven glasses 
of cool: water should be taken. . 

It is important to get plenty of rest and 
sleep. Nine hours of sleep are not too much. 
Time spent in bed, even when nof sleeping, 
is beneficial if you can relax and rest com-

THE AMERICAN WHO RESTORED 
HUNGARY. 


A tribute to Jeremiah Smith, jr., of Boston, 
who acted as commissioner general of the 
League of Nations in Hungary, is paid by Sir 
Arthur Salter, director of the economic and 
finance section of the league, in Foreign Af- 
fairs (New York) for October. Writing on 
‘The Reconstruction of Hungary,” he says: 

“On June 30 the two tasks of financial re- 


construction undertaken by the League of 
Nations, in Austria and in Hungary, were 
brought to a successful and simultaneous con- 
clusion. In that month the council was able 
to certify in each case the attainment of an 
assured financial stability, and the appoint- 
ments of Dr. Zimmerman in Vienna and of 
Mr. Jeremiah Smith in Budapest came to an 
end. The work in Hungary, though concluded 
on the same date, was begun eighteen months 
later. 

“In this second task of the league the een- 
tral figures have been those of the prime 
minister, Count Bethlen, and the commission- 
er general, Mr. Jeremiah Smith, jr., of Bos- 
ton. The original framing of the scheme on 
sound lines, and its negotiation through the 
difficulties which beset its adoption, was a 
collective work in which the members of the 
financial committee and other organs of the 
league cooperated. But its successful, and 
above all frictionless, application is due very 
largely to the qualities and personality of 
the commissioner general.”

The Campaign and Election. 


That election Was a walk-over for 
any Democrat. Roosevelt’s onward 
Christian-soldier enthusiasm was 
sweeping Taft off the face of the 
political map. Wilson had less need for 
playing the political game than is ordi- 
narily the case. He moderated much 
of his radicalism, becoming in effect 
the middle-of-the-road candidate, a 
sort of conservative liberal. 

The La Follette help was of much 
importance in the campaign, and the 
Roosevelt appeals to discontent and 
class hatred so badly demoralized the 
Republican vote that. the election re- 
sulted in Wilson receiving 4385 electoral 
votes, while Roosevelt got 81 and Taft 
but 15. In the popular vote Roosevelt 
ran more than 600,000 ahead of Taft. 

The personal dislike between Wilson 
and Roosevelt was growing to be very 
great. It increased as time went on. 
But Wilson usually refrained from giv- 
- oi expression to it, as Roose- 
velt did. 


Wilson Annihilated Smith Again 


Smith, the old New Jersey boss who 
elected Wilson governor, undertook to 
make a political comeback by offering 
himself as a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination in the 1912 primaries 
for United States senator in New 
Jersey. 

At the dutset Wilson was disposed to 
keep silent and let Billy Hughes, who 
had been agreed upon by the Wilson 
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forces, make a dignified contest against 
Smith. Devlin urged upon Wilson that 
inasmuch as Smith had nominated him 
for governor the decent thing to do was 


to let Hughes, as the progressive Demo- 
cratic candidate, wage the war on 
Smith, who was almost certain to be 
beaten anyhow. 

Wilson, however, subsequently felt 

that the political exigencies required 
vigorous action on his part. He 
thought of the effect a second beating 
of Smith would have on the rest of the 
country during his own presidential 
campaign. 
' “T think you can not realize,” he 
wrote Devlin, “how confidently it is 
expected throughout the country that 
I will act with my accustomed direct- 
ness and boldness in opposing the nam- 
ing of Senator Smith. The advisabili- 
ties of the situation are not the same 
nationally and locally.” 

Hughes defeated Smith at the pri- 
maries almost two to one.. That defi- 
nitely retired Smith as a factor in New 
Jersey politics. 

For those who talk of the political 
ingratitude of Wilson toward Smith it 
may be said that after Wilson was in 
the White House and a great misfor- 
tune had overtaken Smith, Wilson ren- 
dered him a personal service of the first 
magnitude, the telling of which would 
serve no particular public good. But 
inasmuch as I was the emissary sent 
by Smith to Wilson I am informed as 
to the facts.

‘They include works of art and the commer- 


cial afplication of art. Yet few people are 
able to distinguish between the different 
kinds or know anything of the ways in which 
they are made. The purpose of the Smith- 
sonian exhibit is to show graphically the dif- 
ferences between various kinds of prints and 
to furnish the visitor with the basic informa- 
tion necessary to identify various types. Such 
identification is a long step toward an under- 
standing and thorough appreciation of the 
great array of original and reproductive work 
which forms such an important part of our 
every day life. The display is an introduc- 
tion, so to speak, to the permanent collec- 
tions scattered throughout the country in li- 
braries, museums, and other collections. 

The entire exhibit consists of series of spec- 
imens—two er three of each kind—with 
brief descriptions telling how the various 
types of prints are made with notes on their 
history. It contains nothing spectacular, 
but inclides only good average specimens 
representing the better grades of work which 
were produced in the past or are now being 
produced. 

Among the older processes illustrated are 
wood cutting, wood engraving, engraving in 
line and in stipple, mezzotinting, and etching. 
Modern methods described include the mak- 
ing of halftones in black and white and in 
colors, photogravures, collotypes, lithographs, 
and rotogravures. 

The earliest method of multiplying pic- 
tures was probably that employed by the 
Chinese. We know that the Japanese bor- 
rowed the use of wood blocks for the muy]- 
tiplication of Buddhist images in outline as 
early as the year 884. About 1660 Japanese 
prints illustrative of popular themes began 
to make their appearance. These were single 
sheets, inexpensive, and made as substitutes 
for the paintings of the genre school of that 
time. 

The earliest European relief prints ap- 
peared in about the year 1400. They were 
used for the divergent purposes of playing 
cards and religious worship. It is natural 
that the history of the early use of wood cuts 
should be closely connected with that of print- 
ing from movable types. With the rapid 
advance in printing after Guttenberg’s dis- 
coveries about 1460 there was a great increase 
in the number of wood cuts produced. 

Wood engraving, as distinguished from 
wood cutting, is nowhere more easily studied 
than in our country, where the so-called 
American school of the latter part the nine- 
teenth century reached a perfection which has 
probably never heen surpassed. Before the 
coming of the photo-mechanical processes the 
principal means of illustrating current 
literature was by the use of-these wood 
engravings. The art is now practically 
extinct, owing to the speed and inexpensive- 
ness of the more recent processes of repro- 
duction. . 

The two modern methods of making relief 
printing blocks,’ artd which have supplanted 
wood engraving, are line-cut and half-tone 
making. They are based on photography and 
their history therefore dates from the ecom- 
mercial practicability of that art. A line 
cut may be made from any original which is 
in black and white with no intermediate 
A drawing in black ink on 
white paper is suitable kind of ‘copy,’ 
while a photograph with all the gradations 
from black to white can not be reproduced 
as a line cut. The details of the methods of 
making both line cuts and half tones are 
explained.in the traveling exhibits, affording 
a clear understanding of the way the greater 

art of ou? newspapers and magazines are 
llustrated. 

Intaglio printing includes such widely 
differing processes as the rotogravure methods 
of today and the line engravings of the time 
of Albrecht Durer in 1500. All ‘printing 


plates of this. class have both raised an 


sunken portions which, however, are utili 
in the procatte manner to that of relief 
In intaglio printing it is the h 
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months and even years. Modern develop- 
ments have included the use of photography 
as a controlling agent while acids are used to 
do the actual cutting away of the metal. 


Between the two extremes of time we find 
an interesting series of prints representative 
of man’s efforts to accomplish a particular 
end. 

Two means of original artistic expression, 
etching and aquatinting, alao come under -the 
heading of intaglio printing. In both proc- 
esses acid is used to eat away portions of the 
printing plate, while the skill of the artist is 
shown in the composition of his picture and in 
the way in which he handles his acids and 
tools. When successful the resulting prints are 
faithful transcriptions of the original con- 
ception, first transferred to a metal plate and 
from that to the sheets of paper. 

The last of the three types into which al! 
prints are divided is planographic printing, 
and includes the various kinds of lithographs, 
collotypes and the new aquatone prints. 
Again we have the development from the 
hand methods of a century ago, when the 
lithographic artist drew with a greasy crayon 
upon a piece of limestone to the precision 
photographic instruments of today which 
separate the colors and enable the worker to 
place his designs on sheets of thin metal at 
high speed and with an accuracy hitherto 
unknown. The collotype and lithographic 
processes are those used most extensively for 
the reproduction of paintings and drawings 
for framing purposes. They also appear in 
some of our most expensive books and in 
enormous quantity in advertising matter 
where quantity production makes it possible 
to employ expensive methods. . 

Ralph Clifton Smith, of the division of 
graphic arts, National Museum, under the 
Smithsonian, created the exhibits of which 
there are now six sets, two large and four 
small. Each set illustrates the main processes 
of reproduction, such as Japanese prints, 
wood cuts, wood engravings, line engravings, 
bank note engraving, mezzotints, etchings, 
aquatints, lithographs, collotypes, photo- 
gravures, rotogravures, half tones, type mak- 
ing, stereotyping, electrotyping, ink making. 

The large exhibits, weighing approximately 
400 pounds cased, contain twelve frames, on 
which the material is mounted. Each frame 
is 32 inches wide by 48 inches high, ade- 
quately labeled with descriptions of speci- 
mens and processes. There afte two or three 
specimens of each kind with a few historical 
facts about them and 4 readable, nontech- 
nical description of how that kind of work is 
done. In some cases there are photographs 
of the tools used, or the actual tools them- 
selves, 

In the small exhibits the material is 
mounted on 25 cardboard mats 12% inches 
by 20 inches. The same fleld is covered as 
in the larger exhibits, though of course with 


less illustrations. The advantage of th@ 
small exhibits is that they weigh less than 34 
pounds cased. ri 

Any of these exhibits can be obtained on 
loan by schools, libraries, art centers, or sim- 
ilar organizations with no other cost to the 
exhibitors tham the payment of express 
charges. 

Mr. Smith originated the exhibits in 1922 
in response to a request of the Richmond 
Printers 
at their convention. The first of the large 
exhibits was prepared and loaned to the 
printers. Its popularity 
Smith the desirability of sending it to others, 
with the result that in less than a year a du- 
plicate set had to be made to meet the de- 
mand. In subsequent years, to.meet the de- 
mand of exhibitors who could not afford the 
express charges on the larger cases, 
Smith developed the small exhibits. 

During the 
the six Smithsonian exhibits were displayed 
in 55 separate places scattered through fif- 
teen States. Each display lasted for an aver- 
age of three weeks,

The outstanding feature of the display is 
the fact that it links up the kinds of prints 
more often found in museums and libraries 
with the present day productions which we 
encounter in our current literature.

- FLY NEW MODEL FOR SPEED | 


Not long ago an American entomologist, Dr. 
Charles H. T. Townsend, was standing beside 
a stream at the head of a deep canyon in Bra- 
zil. Before his vision there suddenly flashed a 
streak of color.

HOW YOUR NERVES BREAK DOWN.

It is the 
legal open season on many kinds of game, and 
the guns are afield in almost countless num- 
bers. At timés I marvel.that any of our wild 
life survives. Were all hunters sportsmen, 
there would be little cause for worry. But, 
unfortunately, a majority of those afield with 
guns are not sportsmen at all, but just plain 
killers. 
hunt, but from the kill, and it matters little 
to:'them under what conditions the kill is 
made. The sportsman finding a flock of quail 
finds his thrill in his ability to bring down 
one or more as they hurtle throtigh the air. 
He gives them every chance. ‘The killer ré- 
joices if he can pot them on the ground. 

The other day I received a letter from an 
old. duck hunter.

Before the end of 
the war Congress had in service 64 ships 
and they had captured 200 British frigates. 
After the Revolution the navy was not im- 
proved until the war of 1812, during which 
it played the most important part. From 
the end of that war to the civil war it was 
idle and after the civil war until the Span- 
ish-American war, after which it was con- 
tinually improved until the world war. Dur- 
ing the late war, when not engaged in con- 
flicts, it transported troops, protected our 
cities, towns, coasts and seas; and laid mines. 
It upheld the finest traditions of the navy as 
set forth by Capt. Hull and the iron-hearted 
crew of “Old Ironsides.”’ 


The greater part of my thirteen years 


~ have been spent in navy yards and I haye 


seen the navy in peace and war. Although 
very young at the time I have vivid recol- 
lections of the world war. I remember hav- 
ing seen many massive battleships sail with 
troops cheering until its giant hull was swa’!- 
lowed up in the gray mist. I have often 
thought how much harder and perilous would 
have been their journey had it not been for 
the queen of the seas. 

In time of peace the sailors are busy im- 
proving.

Theodore Roosevelt. 
(Winner of $1 Special Prize). 


Theodore Roosevelt was the twenty-fifth 
President ofthe United States. He was born 
in New York city, October 27, 1858. In 1880 
he graduated from Harvard university; then 
in 1882 he entered the New York legislature, 
where he rose to a commanding position as a 
reformer. On the outbreak of the Spanish 
and American war he was appointed Assist- 
ant Secretary of the United States navy; but 
resigned after'a few months. Soon after he 
organized the First United States cavalry 
volunteers, popularly known as Roosevelt’s 
Rough Riders, of which he was commander. 
He distinguished himself for his services in 
Cuba. In 1898 he-was elected Republican 
governor of New York and in 1900 Vice 
President of the United States on the ticket 
with William McKinley. After McKinley’s 
death he became President. 


In 1912 he was nominated for President 
by the Progressive party, which he helped to 
form. 

Among the important features during 
Roosevelt’s administration were: Securing of 
the Panama Canal Zone by the United States, 
opening of schools in the Philippines, estab- 
lishment of agricultural and other bureaus, 
meeting of the first Filipino legislature in 
1908, the creation of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, pure food bill and 
railroad rate bill, the mediation of President 
Roosevelt.. between: Russia and Japan, thus 
ending the war; the pacification of the island 
under American occupation and its restora- 
tion to the newly organized republic in 1909; 
the admission of Oklahoma into the Union. 

After the close of Roosevelt’s term he 
spent a year hunting in Africa. Mr. Roose- 
velt at one time expected to make literature 
his life work. His chief writings include: 
“The Winning of the West,” “The Rough 
Riders,”’ ‘‘Life of Gouverneur Morris,’”’ “Life 
of T. H. Benton,’’ ‘History of the Naval War 
of 1812,’’ “The Wilderness Hunter,’ ‘‘Hunt- 
ing Trips of the Ranchman,” “American 
Ideals.”’ 

Theodore Roosevelt died January 6, 1919.
